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Introduction 



^^^. Title. In the Hebrev^ the litSe given U'Woris'or ralher 
'Acts,' 'of Days,' i.e., the record of 'Events of the Tiroes,' 
In the LXX. the work was called ' Paraleipomena,' 'things 
omitted,' viz., in the other historical books, because it was 
supposed to be written lo supply the omissions in the history of 
the Books of Samuel and Kings ; and ibis designation was 
adopted by the Vulgate. Jerome described it os 'Chronicon 
toliuE Divina: Historian,' which from its derivation (X/xwas) is 
priniarily indicative of the predominance of a chroHological 
element, but is rather used to denote a simple and plsin 
historical record of events. 

The two books were, as we learn from Origcn and Jerome, 
originally one. The division was first made in the LXX. 
version, and ihcnce wai adopted in the Latin Vulgate, from 
which it passed into our E,V. and modern editions of the 
Hebrew Bible. 

II, Connection with the Books of Ezra and Nehemiah. 
The Book of Chronicles, with its sequel, Ezra and Nehemiah, 
formed once one continuons work. This view is supported by 
the following considerations; — (l) The last two verses of 
Chionictes are almost vcrbaltni the same as Eua i, I, 3 and 
part of 3 ; (z) they are written in a similar style and from a 
similar point of view, and are characterised by the same general 
features, viz., the strong inclination for inserting genealogies 
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and ilatistical details, and the prommence given to the celebra- 
tion of feEtivals, the arrangcmenls for Dirine worship, and flie 
fimctiona of the sacerdotal classes ; ( j) the recurrence of the 
same pecnliar forms of expression, e.^;., ' fathers' houses,' 'offer 
willingly,' etc. 

The entire work was subseqactitly separated into (I) 
Chionids ; (z) Ezra and Nehemiah, which again was, at a 
later period, divided into two books — Eiti and Nehemiah. 

in. Position in the Canon. In our E.V. the Books of 
Chronicles are placed just after Kings and before Ezra and 
Nehemiah, in the g^up of the histoiical books. This anai^re- 
ment was derived from the LXX. , through the Latin Vulgate. 
In the Hebrew Bible there are three classes of writings — (i) 
The Fentateoch ; (a) the historical ttooks, with the eKceptioa 
of some incladed in the following class ; (3) the Kethabhim 
(Hagic^apha or Holy Writings), comprising (a) the poetical 
books (Psalms, Proverbs, Job)— (fl) the five rolls, or Megillolh 
(Canticles, Ruth, Lamentations, Ecclesiastes, Esther) — (y) 
Daniel, Ezra, Nehemiah, and Chronicles. The position of 
Chroiucles in the list, after Ezra - Nehemiah, its sequel, 
indicates that the Book of Chronicles was received by the 
Jews into the Canon after those books. That it occupied that 
portion in our Lord's time is rendered probable by the far 
that he, in condemning and threatening the Jews for th' 
shedding of innocent blood (Matt, ixiii. 35 ; Luke xi. .' 
takes that of Abel Erst, related in Genesis, the lirst Boo' 
the Canon, and that of Zechariah lost, whose murder by ' 
is recorded in 2 Chron. xxiv. 20-12 — presumably at that 
therefore, the last Carionical book. Probably, in the 
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Gtnon, it was classed aitiongst the historical books ; for some 
KKsoD or the other — perhaps from difficulties connected with 
the pmritf and int^iity of its text — it was removed from thil 
position ; and eiiher then, or at some later date, placed at the 
end of the third division of the Canon, and acCnaUy after the 
Book Ezra-Nehemiah, which was originally its concluding 
part. 

IV. Date. That it wai written after the time of the Cap- 
tivity a clear from the bet that it end* with the deciee of Cyrus 
for the return of the Jews to their own country. The similarity 
of the [^aseology Co that of the undouhted post-Exilic books, 
Eira, Nehemiah, and Esther, point to the same conclusion. 
This would give B.C. 53S as its earliest possible date ; while if 
the tradition that Ezra was the author be correct, the date could 
not be later than that of his death, or about B.C. 435 ; and prob- 
ably would have been a few years earlier, say somewhere from 
B.C. 450 to 440- 

Dr Driver says the 'only positive clue which the Book con- 
tains as to the date at which it was composed is the genealogy 
io I Chion. ill. 17-24, which ' (tf v. 21 be rightly interpreted) 
' is carried down to the sixth generation afiet Zerobbabel- This 
would iTDply a dale not earlier than 350 B.C.' He adds, how- 
ever, iii. 31 'is obscurely expressed, and it is doubtful if the 
text is correct.' {/utrednctian ta 0/d Ttslamint, p. 4S6.) The 
passage is undoubtedly confused, and is, probably, a corrupt 
version of the original text, or it may be a subsequent inter- 
polation, which is Keil's view; (or he says, 'The list from 
the sons of Rephaiab, v. 31, to the end of the chapter is a 
^^■Mndogi^ fragment which has, perhaps, come into the text 
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of the Cfaiocicles at a Uui rime' (Keil in /k'.), so th&l Ihe cine 
as to date afforded by this passage is a vet; uncertain one. 

Remembering that EEra-Nehemiahwasoiiginallyacontinaation 
of Chioaicles, written by the same compiler, we have an apparent 
indication of the date in Neh. xii. 22, where we read of 'the 
days of Jaddna,' the High Priest, who hid an inierviEw with 
Alexander Ibe Great on his passage through Syria, B.C. 33a, 
which would fix the compilation of that book at some time not 
very distant from that date; bat this passage may well be regarded 
as the interpolation of some laier editor, and cannot be fiurly 

Di Driver, on the all^ation that the Books of Ezra and 
Nehemiah 'contain many indications of being the compila- 
tioo of an aathar living long sabsequently to the age of Eira 
and Nehemiah themselves — in fact, not before the close of the 
Persian role,' gives 'a date shortly after B.C. 332' as 'the 
earliest to which the composition of the Chronictes can be 
plausibly assigned.' {Intradiutisn la Old Tcslament, p. 486.) 
That there are editorial touches as late as that date may be 
admitted, hut that the whole work was not written till then is 

The circumstance that in I Chron. mix. 7 a sum of money 
isieckoaedby (iirifj(R.V.)baEbcen supposed to imply that the 
author wrote during the Persian rule in Jndxa ; but this con- 
clusion is scarcely tenable, because the coin would probably be 
ia use for some time after the cessation of that rule. 

By modem critics dates have been assigned for the work 
from B.C. 400 to B.C. 250, Ewald adopting the lime of Alc«- 
aivder the Great, or B.C. 336 to B.C. 323. Dr Driver's cor 
I elusion is that ' the language, not less than the general style a' 
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tone, fevonrs a date snbseqnent to B.C. 300 lalher than one 
prior to it.' [Inlnduerian lo Old Testament, p. 487, «.). The 
critics miy be safely left to answer one another ; and until there 
is a more general agreement amongst them we shall not, per- 
haps, be far wrong in adhering to the traditional date, vii., (he 
time of Eira, which is the conclusion of Professor Rawlinson, 
the learned editor of Chionides, in the Spealtcr's ' Commentaij.' 

V. Author, The Book was, clearly, written after Ihe return 
from the Exile, as we have just seen, so that we must look for its 
author in some one who lived at that time, or subsequently to it. 
The Talmudists ascribe the authorship to Ezra, thongh they 
assign the completion of the genealogical lists to Nehemikh ; 
and this is very generally the opinion of Jewish writers. From his 
inflaential position aad high standing in the LeviticaJ Order he 
seems lo have been Ihe most likely person to have undertaken 
sucb a task. Again, the close connection of the Chronicles with 
the Book of Ezra, [he similarity of iheir style and modes of ex- 
pression, and the identity of tone and spirit pervading them, 
render it highly probable that they had the same author ; and 
Jewish tradition is decisive on the point that Eira wrote the 
Book that goes by his name, which seems indeed to be distinctly 
implied in some of its later chapters. Some of the modem 
Clitics, too, allow that a portion of the Book waswtittenby him, 
though Ihe compilation of the whole was due to someone else, 
who is very generally allowed lo have been a contemporary. 
There is a strong probability, then, that Ezra, or at all events 
one othis conlemporaries, was the compiler of the Chronicles, 
though, donbtiess, some passages (notably the genealogy of Zerub- 
bnbcl in I Chron. iii. 19-24) were interpolations by B later hand. 
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Some MSS. oF the Peshita assign the authnrshtp to Johanan 
tho priest, tuBntioncd in Neh. xii. 23 ; but there seems to be little 
or no evidence in support of thb view, 

The genera! view of modern critics, who advocate a later 
date for the work, based on its general character, is that its 
author was a Levile connected with the temple somewhere 
between B.C. 350 and B.C. 300, and supposes that he was a mem- 
ber of the gnild of musicians settled at the Temple in Jerusalem, 
because he was so well acquainted with the musical part of the 
Temple services. They thiot he was a Levite rather than & 
priest, because he seems to bring the work of the Levites into 
Each special prominence. 

On the whole it would appear that there is, as yet, no suffi- 
cient evidence to invalidate the traditional view as to Eira being 
the author of Chronicles, which is Keil's conclusion. 

VI. The Sources. I. The earlier books of Holy Scripture 
from Genesis to Ruth, whichareusedespedallyin the genealogies. 
3. The present Books of Samuel and Kings. In some places 
tbey are coped almost ver&aHm, with but slight variations of ex- 
pression, due, perhaps, in a few cases to textual coiiuption. In 
others they are written inan abbreviated farm,aad not infrequently 
eicetpled pass^es are expanded. Constantly there are addi- 
tions of new facts, not to be found in [he older works, derived 
According to some writers the 
have been unacquainted with these 
Books. But this is ^/rwn' in a very high degree improbable; 
for that he must have been acquainted with them is rendered 
klmost certain by the numerous verbal coincidences between bis 
and theirs. Ic h true that some critics have explained 



these coincidences on the groand that the respective writers 
copied tbe same aulhoiilies. That they did so is likely enough, 
but this is a. somewhat far-fetched method of accocnting for what 
can otherwise be so simply and naturally cxpiained. The Books 
in question were undoubtedly exlant in his time, and if so, he 
mustiiave seen them, and can scarcely fail lo have consulted 
tliem, and to have been influenced by them in the compilation of 
his history. 

3. A compilation of Slate Annals, called variously (l) ' The 
Book of the Kings of Israel " (2 Chron. xx. 34} ; or (2) ' The 
Book of tlie Kings of Judah and Israel ' (3 Chion. xvi. 11. ncv. 
26, umii. i6> ; or (3) 'The Book of the Kings of Israel and 
Judah' (i Chron, ix. I, a Chron. itxvii, 7, xxxv. 27, xnvi. 8), 
which had, probably, been made up of (lie separate records of the 
two kingdoms, viz., ■ The Book of the Chronicles of Ihe Kings of 
Israelii Kings xiv. 19), and 'The Book of the Chronicles of 
the Kings of Judah' {i Kings liv. 29) ; to which may be added 
for the leign of David 'The Chronicles of King David (i 
Chron. ixvii. 34], in which, perhaps, may be included as a separate 
section, 'the Last Words,' ot rather ' Acts' of David (i Chron. 
xriii. 37). 

4. 'The Midrash ot' or 'Commentary on,' 'The Book of the 
Kings' (3 Chron. xxiv. 37), which may have been identical, as 
Dr Driver thinks possible, with the preceding wort, or perhaps 
was distinct from it, as its title would suggest. 

5. A series of prophetic monographs, vii., of (I) Samuel, 
Nathan, and Gad (1 Chron. ixis. 29); (a) Nathan.Ahijah, and 
Iddo (2 Chron. ix. 39) ; (3) ShemwaJi and Iddo (3. Chron. lii. 
15) ; (4) the Midrash or Commentar)- of Iddo (2 Chron. xiii. 
22) ; (S) Jehu, the son of Hanani (2 Chron. x». 34) j (6) Isaiah, 
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the son of Amoi (2 Chion. utvi. 2Z, utxii. 33) ; (7) Hotax 
(2 ChroD. xixiii. 19) (A.V. margin) — [hough some do not 
legaid Hodi as the proper name for a prophet, but as denot- 
ing * the seers ' generally (A. v.). 

Tlicse prophetic wiiticgE are quoted as suthorities for the 
reigns of David, Solomon, Rchoboam, Abijah, Jehoshaphat, 
Uniah, Hezekiah, and Manasseh. Some have ihoaghl that 
of these writings those of Samuel, Nathan, and Gad are 
comprised in oar present Books of Samuel, and that most 
of the others fonn sections of Our present Books of Kings — a 
theory which is inconsistent with the apparent unity of 
authorship of these books, and with the fact that some of 
the infonnation given in Chronicles, which is said lo be 
taken from these prophetic authorities, is not to be found 
in the Books of Kings. One, however, of the above prophetic 
references, viz. (5), that of Jehu, the son of Hanani, is distinctly 
stated to have been inserted in * the Book of the Kings of 
Israel' (R.V.) referred to above in 3(0- And this also may 
probably be said of (6) the allerances of Isaiah (a Chron. 
xxxii. 32} about Hezekiah, which were to be found in 
Book of the Kings of Judah and Israel,' or the same compila- 
tion as that just quoted as the 'Boole of the Kings of Israel,' 

6. Some early tribal and family histories and traditic 
which had been carefully preserved in their respective till 
and families, and had lasted through the Captivity. As ! 
Driver observes, 'the returned eijles felt an interest in rev 
ing as far as possible the old slaiu! que of the community, 
with this end in view paid careful atlention to such g' 
logical records as existed, and took steps to complete a' 
stole them.' {Inlrodudion to Old Testament, p. 495.) To It 



chronicler, doublless, would have had access, and used them in 
drawingup his various genealogical lists. From these, too, he would 
have derived his knowledge of certain minute incidenls, e.g., 
the capture, by Jait, of sixty cities belonging to the Gileadites 
(i Chton. ii. aj) ; the war of the Eeubenites alone, and in con- 
junction with Gad Bjid the half tiibe of Manasseh, against the 
Hagarites, in the time of Saul (i Chron. v. lo, lS-J2) ; the tm- 
successfiil raid of the Ephraimites upon the cattle of the men 
of Gatb, and the subsequent defeat of the men of Gath(l Chron. 
vii. 21, vili. 13) ; and some Other circumstances recorded in I 
Cbron. i.-viiL, which are not tobefoand in the earlier Scriptures, 
and could only have been derived from private sources of infor- 

The last four sources, cutant in the time of the compiler of the 
Chronicles, and accessible to him, are now entirely lost, except 
so far as any fragments of them are preserved in the O.T. 

VII, Object. I. According to the LXX. translators the 
Book of Chronicles was designed, as we have stated 
above, to supplement those of Samuel and Kings, and 
to supply their omissions. This idea may, however, at once 
be set aside for the following reason. There arc many 
repetitions, more or less verbalirn, of passages, sometimes of 
considerable length, from Samuel and Kin^, with the addition 
here and there, it is true, of new matter ; but such repetitions 
are in no wise characteristic of a supplementary record. The 
chronicler may have had in view lo some enlent, perhaps, 
occasionally the supplying of the deliciendes of the earlier 
writings when he came across them in carrying out his own 
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pQipoEe ; but tliat this was do pait of his oiiginal object seems 
tolerably cerlain, for, as we shall see in the sequel, he wrote 
from quite a different standpoint from that of Che writers of 
Samuel and Kings. 

2, He had specially in view the exiles who had just returned 
from captivity, and his object was to maintain the continuity of 
their national life with that which was past. For Ihis purpose 
he gives in detail the genealt^ies of different tribes from the 
earliest limes, so that the lineal descendants of Jacob may be 
distinfiuiahed from the miied mass which relumed from Sahy- 
lon ; and thus a confusion of the true Israelites with the heathen 
settlers in the laod may be obviated. This would tend, as he 
rightly thought, to maintain the distribution of lands in those 
tribes and families to which they had been originally assigned, 
and prevent their passing to others 

3. But his main object was distinctly an eccleaioslical one- 
He regarded the Temple with its religious institutions as the 
very centre of the national life, with which its prosperity was 
etscntially connected ; and he wished to secure the re-establish- 
ment of the Temple worship in accordance with the arrange- 
ments of David and those of the religious reformations of 
subsequent pioos kings. And so he gives minute accounts of the 
organisations of the priests and Levites, and of their services, 
describing accarately the regulations of David for their ministra- 
tions in the Temple, and the linal settlement thereof under 
Solomon. With tile same purpose he gives detailed descriptions 
of the efforts of such good kings as lleiekiah and Josiah, not 
merely to suppress idolatry, but also to secure and maintain the 
ritual observances of the worship of the national sanctuary in 
all their purity and integrity. He is much more concerned. 
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indeed, wiih what ihe varions Jungs did in this direction than in 
their warlike achievements, oi civil administration of theii 
kingdom. 

4. In short, he wrote with a didactic purpose, endeavouring 
so to repte^nl the history of the TheoUBtic kingdom, Grsi in 
its undivided form under David and Solomon, and then as con- 
tinued by theii descendants in the separated kingdom of Judah, 
as to inspire the restored exiles with that regard and love for the 
established worship of the sanctuary which, he believed, conld 
alone encourage, arouse and help them forward in the arduous 
task immediately before them, secure for them the Divine bless- 
ing, and make them happy and prosperous as a nation. His 
work is marked, indeed, by a distinctly religious spirit through- 
out, inculcating faithfulness to Jehovah as the one way to 
individoal, no less than to national, well-being ; while failure in 
this respect led to di^aslers, and sin was always followcd-by 
temporal punishment. For example, the chronicler speaks of 
tlie kings of Israel and Judah as having been 'carried away to 
Bal^lon for their tran^ressions' (l Chron. iic. l), and of Saul 
as having 'died for his tran^ression which he committed 
against the Lord' (l Chron. j. 13), And so the character of 
each king is determined by his fidelity to the religious duties of 
his position ; if he followed the path of David he prospered ; if 
he deviated therefrom be, proportionately to that deviation, 
tailed ; and lapsing into idolatry was always followed by 
sigrul calamities. The life of Ihe nation is represented as uader 
the direct guidance of God. All is viewed from the Theocratic 
standpoint ; and national events, with their causes and results 
— Ihe record of which usually makes up a nation's history — are 
entirely subordinated to this higher aspect. His paramount aim, 
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in traLh, was to exalt Jehovah, and to put Him in His rightful 
position as the leat King of Isnel, and may be summed up in 
the words o( Jehoshaphat, ' Believe in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established ; believe His prophets, so shall y« 
ptospet' (2 Chron. xx. so). 

Vni Relation to the Books of Samuel and Kings. The 
authors of the Books of Samuel and Kings r^arded (he history 
of the people from the prophetic point of view, and are im- 
pregnated with the prophetic sfurit, while the chronicler looked 
at it from the priestly aspect, and regarded ordinances and the 
liturgical services of the Temple as the centre of religious life. 
In the older books the record of ceremonial ordinances occupies 
a very suhotdinate position ; Jerusalem and its Temple by no 
means take so conspicuous a place as they did in the later 
writings after the Eiile. 

He measured everything by the Levilical slaodard, which it 
rarely, if ever, occurred to the earlier writers to do ; to him die 
prosperity and glory of the nation almost entirely depended on 
their observance of the ritual of Moses, as developed nnd 
organised by David, and Anally adopted by Solomon. Hij 
view, [hen, of the life of his. people is cramped and narrowed 
as compared with theirs ; it is municipal and ecclesiastical, 
centred in Jerusalem and in its sanctuary, rather than national 
and political like that of Samuel and Kings, As has been well 
laid by the late George Macgregor in his Messages ef the OH 
Teslanienl, 'Samuel might be called the book of the king; 
Kings [he book of the kingdom t while Chronicles would have 

bacalledthc book otthe house. Ic is indeed more a history 
of the Temple than of the people,' as may be seen by noting the 



cumber of the 'places where Ihe words "the Honse of the Lord" 
occur.' The mete historical recital of the events of the reigns 
of Ihe different kings was a very secondary object to him, while, 
ai we have already seen, the idea of Che Theocracy, as embodied 
ia the worship of the Temple, was ever prominent in his mind ; 
in other words, the secular history in his work throughout is 
subordinated to the ecclesiastical. For example, in the history 
of David's eventful idg^, of twenty chapters devoted to it 
eleven treat of the removal of the Ark, his preparations for 
building the Temple, and his arrangements for itsservices; while 
the remaining nine alone comprise all his civil administration 
and his great military achievements. So i^ain, by f^t the 
longer portion of the space given to Solomon's reign is occupied 
with its religious incidents. Again, the record of the reigns of 
the religious reformers, Asa, Jehoshaphat, Hezekiah and Josiah, 
occapies as much space as that of the reigns of all the other 
kings of Jndah put together. Perhaps the difference between 
his standpoint and that of the author of the Book of Kings is 
nowhere more clearly seen than in the history of the reign of 
Heiekiah. Thus, while the dominant idea of the latter lies in 
the Assyrian invasion and its repulse by direct Divine inter- 
postion, and his account of the religious reformation of Ihe 
reign is entirely comprised in three verses (2 Kings xviii. 4-6), 
the chronicler, on the other hand, takes that reformation as his 
main topic. In short, in his time different religious ideas, and 
a dilTerenl type of piety prevailed, and his writings naturally 
reflected the char^, 

IX Authentidly of the NarratiYe, The very general 
correspondence of the Books of Samael and Kings with the 
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Chionicles, teguded as the works of dlffeient and independent 
authaiE, is a mutoal coafirina.tion of Ihe troth of each. Of 
X thece are IriRicg discrepancies, e^. (l) '" > Kings v. l6 
and a Cbron. ii. z the number of Solomon's overseers are 
respectively given as 3300 and 3600; (a) in l Kings xv. 16, 33 
it is said 'there was war between Asa and Baasha, King of 
Isiael, all their days,' while in 2 Chron. ;[iv. i we read, ' in 
hia' (i.e., Asa's) 'days the land was quiet ten years' {e/. 2 
Chron. IV. 19) ; and (3) in 2 Sam. iiiv. 24 and I Chron. xxx. 
25, the price paid for Araunah's, or Oman's, threshing- Boor ii 
variously stated as 50 shekels of silver and 600 shekels of gold. 
Now, as regards (1) and (3}, the discrepancies lie in number*, 
which are specially liable to corruption by copyists ; e.g., in the 
Utter ease we should probably read 6 instead of 600 shekels of 
gold ; while with regard to (2), in the twice -repeated statement 
of (here having been war between A^a and Bsashaall their days 
we discern also the vague, general statement of some carelesi 
transcriber, or later editor. Such differences as these do not 
militate against [he general truth of the narrative in all substantia] 

Other objections arc easily dealt with. Take as an instance 
that against the Levite genealogy (I Chron. vL 1-24), because 
it concludes with the name of Saul, who is presumed to be the 
king of that name, and it is alleged, therefore, that the genealogy 
must be that of the tribe of Benjamin and not of Levi ; as if, 
forsooth, there might not have been other persons of the name 
of Saul besides the well-known king. This may be taken as 
a specimen of a class of objections not uncommon. 

A good deal has been made of an apparent discrepancy with 
frspec! lo the removal of the high places by Asa and Jehosha- 



pb&t ; in 2 Chron. xiv. 3 and 3 Chron. xvii. 6 il is stated of 
those moniiichE respectively that they 'took awa^ the high 
places'; wheiefls in 3 Chron. iv. 17 and 2 Chron. n. 33 it is 
said with tespecC to Ihcm severally, that ' the high places were 
not taken away.' Now we may be quite sure that in the space 
of s very limiled number of verses no writer could have so 
flagtaotly contradicted himself as this objection supposes ; the 
probable explanation is, that in the one cose the author is 
describing the intention and original commands of the 
monarchs, while in the other he is briefly stating that those 
commands were lar from having been completely carried 

There is an apparent discrepancy between the account of 
Aluuiah's death in £ Kings ix. 37, x8 and z Chron. xxii. 7-9. 
This, however, is readily explained by the facts that the account 
in Kings is much abridged, and that between the first and last 
parts of 3 Kings ix. 27 there is an interval of time which has to 
he taken into account. From that verse as it stands we should 
conclude that Ahuiah was slain in fleeing from Jeueel on the 
same day that Joram was ; but from combining the narratives 
wc learn that he was stain while fleeing from Samaria, where he 
had been hiding, towards Megidda, just after the massacre of 
his brethren. 

A diSiculty has been raised with regard to the mention of 
'Maoseioh, the ting's son '(2 Chron. xxviii. 7). Jl has been said 
that Ahai, if he cooimenced his reign at twenty, conid not have 
had a BOD old enough to have been slain in battle. The most 
probable explanation is that he was a younger sonof Jotham, 
and had the official title of ' king's son ' conferred upon him in 
his father's lifetime, which be retained in the reign of his brother 
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Ahsz ; anyway, 'king'i son' need not mean moie than 'royal 
prince.' ot 'seed royal,' as Jerome (J2iurst Hib.) tnuisUles it 
(see Jamieson's CommeDlaiy in /oc.) Or, possibly, the battle 
with Pekah referred to in the contejit, and the subsequent 
slaughter of Maasekh, may have taken place at a. later date la 
the reign of Ahaz than is nsually assigned to it, in which east 
the difficDlty would not obtain. 

In I Chron. iil. 15 Shallum is said to be the fourth son of 
Josiah, whereas from 3 Kings xxiii. 31, 36 and xxjv. 18 he 
seems to have been the third, younger than Jchoiakim and 
older than Zechariah. It has been suggested that ' he 19 per* 
haps assigned the fourth place here by way of intentional 
d^radation ' (Speaker's Commentary in lix.) Or, perhaps, 
this is another instance of a copyist's error. 

An instance of a difliculty, which arises, probably, from a 
corruption of the text, is to be found in z Chron. i». it — 'King 
Solomon gave the Queen of Sheba all her dedre, whatsoever 
she asked, beside that which she had brought unia the king.' 
The italicised words in this passage are almost unintelligible ; 
but a slight emendation of the text will make the clause 
read, 'beside that which the king bad brought unto her,' 
which wpplies a satisfactory meaning, and one quite 
accordance with that of the parallel passage in I K* 
x. 13. 

Such are samples of the difEculties which have been 
with respect to (he accuracy of the Chronicles, and 
explanations which are so ready to hand for meetir 
It will be seen that they do not militate i^inst the 
truthfulness of the narrative. Other allied difScult: 
for the most part, be as easily solved. If they wer 
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considerable number, established, it would be almost impossible 
to account (or the inclusion of the Chronicles in the Canon by 
both Jews and Chriaiians alike. 

Among the more general allegations against the chtonieler it 
has been said that he is carried away by the love of the marvel- 
lous. It may be answered that he is certainly less open to Ihis 
charge than the author of the Book of Kings; for if he does 
record some half-dozen miracles not to be found in that work, 
he omits, or but lightly touches upon, many more which are 
related in it, even though they are connected with the kingdom 
of Judah ; t.g,, he barely refers in 3 Chion. xxxii. 24 to 
Hezeltiah's sickness and miraculous recovery, and says nothing 
about Isaiah's prediction of Sennacherib's disaster — events 
which are so fully dealt with in 2 Kings xix., xx. In short, 
he does not seem to dwell upon the supernatural nearly so much 
as the author of the earlier book. 

It is true that he wrote with a purpose, as we hare seen, 
and that in accordance therewith he dwells upon the external 
ceremonialism of the Temple services and exalts the priestly, 
and particularly the Levitical, office; but there is no reason to 
suppose that he distorts the truth to serve that purpose. On the 
contrary, he fairly states the facts which he has selected from 
his authorities to illustrate the object he has in ^iew, and sets 
them forth with sabslantial veradty. The charges brooght 
against him of distortion and falsification of facts, misinterpreta. 
tion of incidents and imaginary embellishment of events, caimot 
be established, and have, we submit, been sufficiently disproved. 
In short, the picture he gives of the history of the Undivided

With regard to the speeches put into the mouths of some of 
Ihe personages mentioned in his narrative, we have no reason to 
doubl that he quoted correctly the authorities whom he followed 
so far as they went ; in some cases, probably, he had but meagre 
tradition to guide him, when he could only give the general 
sense of what had been actcally said, so far as he could ascertain 
iL Indeed, in his report of speeches, he would, probably, have 
used a somewhat similar method to that which the great historiaiti 
Thucydides (i. az), tells ns he followed in his hblory. 

Finally, it is to be noted that the substantial truth of the 
chronicler's narrative is betog gradually established by recent 
uchKologicol discoveries. The monuments and other records 
of Egypt for the sixth and seventh centuries B.C. confirm to a 
considerable extent the alatecnents of the Books of Kings and 
Chronicles. An interesting article by the learned Dr Sinker, in 
a recent number of The Churehmait (Jnly 190O, gives from the 
Assyrian inscriptions an instance of the conliriiiation of the story 
of Manasseh having been brought a^ a captive to Babylon, and 
of his subsequent release and return to his kingdom — a sloty 
upon which considerable doubts have been cast. 

X. State of the Teat. This is more imperfect than that of 
the other books of the Old Testament. Whether it is just the 
same as it was in our Lord's time it is not easy to say. Several 
corruptions have, undoubtedly, crept in, if not by deliberute 
design, yet from the errors of copyists. This is particularly 
noticeable In the case of numl>ers, which often differ from those 
.^ ^iBuel smd Kings, and are less ptobible than they are, err- 
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ing generallr on the side of enagge ration. 'The tendency of 
numbers to grow in successive transcriptions ' has been noticed, 
and must be borne in mind. Errors of this clais have been 
usually supposed to be the mote likely from the alleged fact 
that letters were used for numbers in ancient documents. This 
is a fertile source of error. As the late Bishop Lord A. C. Harvey 
observes 'There are two classes of clerical errors in regard t 
numbers. One is the resemblance of certain Hebrew letters li 
one another. For instance, ^(iitfiS) and 3 (co/ji) are continually 
mistaken for one another in MSS. But 3 as a numeral meai 
2, while 3 means 70. The letters 1 {daleih) and i {resh) a. 
scatcely distinguishable from each other ; but 1 as a numeral 
means 4, while -^ means 300. The other is the habit o 
plaining 30, 300, 3000 and so on by the number of little dasbes 
appended to the letter expressing three, 'for eiample ;^ 5 = 3i 
3' =30, 3" = 300 ; and so with the other numerals.' {The Beei 
of ChnmicUs in Rtlatioti to the Pentaleuik, pp. 168, 169.)

For these Levites, the four chief 
porters, were in their set office, and were over the 
chambers and treasuries of the house of God. And 
they lodged round about the house of God, because

Somt of 
them aUo tuere appointed to oversee the vessels, and 
all the instrumentB of the sanctuary, and the fine flour, s 
and the wine, and the oil, and the frankincense, and 
the spices. And lome of the sons of the priests made 
the oiotmcot of the spices. And Matcithiah, one of 
the Levites, who inoi the firstborn of Shalluni the 
Korahite, had the set ofHce over the things that were lo 
made in the pans. And olher of their brethren, of 
the sons of die Kohathites, taere over the shewbread, 
to prepare it every sabbath. And these art the 
EiDgers, chief of the fathers of the Levites, luha 
remaining in the chambers tvere free ; for they were 15 
employed in that work day and night. These chief 
fathers of the Levites ivere chief throughout their 
generations ; these dwelt at Jerusalem.

And, behold, the courses of the priests 
and the Levites, rvtn ihey shall be luiih thee for all the 
service of the house of God : and ihire shall te with 
tliee for all manner of workmanship every willing 
skilful man, for any manner of service : also the 15 
princes and all the people tail! he wholly at thy 
commandment. 

♦ Furthermore David the king said unto ail the 
congregation, Solomon ray son, whom alone God 
hath chosen, ii yet young and tender, and the work is » 
great ; for the palace is not for man, but for the Lord ii 

God,' Now I have prepared with all my might for ji 

the house of my God the gold for ih'mgi lo be made I 

of gold, and the silver for thingt of silver, and the 1 

brass for thingt of brass, the iron for things of iron, ij | 

and wood for things of wood ; onyx stones, and stones 
to be set, glistering stones, and of divers colours, and 
all manner of precious stones, and marble stones in 
abundance. Moreover, because I tise ^w. ^r-j aSct- 1 
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tion to the house of my God, I have of mine own 
proper good, of gold and siiver, laiich I have given 
to the house of my God, over and above all that I 
have prepared for the holy house, ti>en three thousand 

s talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thouaand talents of refined silver, to overlay the walla 
of the houses urilhal : the gold for tfingJ of gold, 
and the silver for tUngr of silver, and for all manner 
of work to he made by the hands of artificers. And 

o who then is willing to consecrate his service this day 
unto the LoRn? 

Then the chief of the fathers and princes of the 
tribes of Israel, and the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, with the rulers of the king's work, offered 

i willingly, and gave for the service of ihe house of 
God of'^ gold five thousand talents and ten thousand 
drams, and of silver ten thousand talents, and of brats 
eighteen thousand talents, and one hundred thousand 
talents of iron. And they with whom^rfWouj stonei 

lo were found gave them to the treasure of the house of 

the Lord, by the hand of Jehiel the Gershooite. ' 

Then the people rejoiced, for that they offered 

willingly, because with perfect heart they offered 

willingly to the Lorh: and David the king also 

'i rejoiced with great joy. 

Wherefore David blessed the Lord before all the 
congregation : and David said. Blessed he thou. Lord 
God of Israel our father, for ever and ever. Thine, 
O Lord, It the greatness, and the power, and the 
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glory, aad the victory, and the majesty : for all thai Daii'id'i 

is in the heaven and in the earth 'u ihine ; thine ii the Prayer for \ 

Itingdom, O Lord, and thou art exalted as Lead above ibe TempU 

all. Both riches and honour come of thee, and thou I 

reignest over all ; and in thine hand is power and ; 

might ; and in thine hand il is to make great, and to 

give strength unto all. Now therefore, our God, we 

thank thee, and praise thy glorious name. But who 

am 1, and what is my people, that we should be able 

to offer eo willingly after this son i for all things la 

comt of thee, and of thine own have we given thee. 

For we art strangers before thee, and sojourners, as 

tBtrt all our fathers : our days on the earth are as a 

shadow, and there is none abiding. O Lord our 

God, all this store that we have prepared to build thee "S 

an house for thine holy name comcth of thine hand, 

and is all chine own. I know also, my God, that 

thou trieet the heart, and hast pleasure in uprightness. 

As for me, in the uprightness of mine heart I have 

willingly offered all these things ; and now have I » 

'seen with joy thy people, which are present here, to 

offer willingly unto thee. O Lord God of Abraham, 

Isaac, and of Israel, our fathers, keep this for ever io 

the imagination of the thoughts of the heart of thy 

people, and prepare their heart unto thee : and give »J 

unto Solomon my son a perfect heart, to keep thy 

commandments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, and 

to do all these things, and to build the palace, for the 

which 1 have made provision. 
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''cct And David said to all the congregation, Now 

red biesB the Loan your God. And ail the congregation 

blessed the Lord God of their fathers, and bowed 

down their heads, and worshipped the Lord, and the 

s king. And they sacrificed sacrifices unto the Lokd, 

and offered burnt offerings unto the Lord, on the 

morrow after that day, e-vrn a thousand bullocks, a 

thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, with their 

drink offerings, and sacri6ces in abundance foe all 

10 Israel : and did eat and drink before the Lord on 

that day with great gladness. 

And they made Solomon the son of David king 
the second time, and anointed him unto the Lord to 
he the chief governoff and Zadok to be priest. Then 
■s Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king 
instead of David his father, and prospered ; and all 
Israel obeyed him. And all the princes, and the 
mighty men, and all the sons likewise of king David, 
submitted theniselves unto Solomon the king. And 
n the Lord magDiRed Salomon exceedingly in the 
sight of all Israel, aDd bestowed upon him iwh royal 
majesty as had not been on any king before him in 
Israel. 

Thus David the son of Jesse reigned over all 
i% Israel.

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And Solomon said unto God, Thou hast shewed Solomt 
great mercy unto David my father, and hast made Prayerjor 
me to reign in his stead. Now, O Lord God, let Ifisilot 
thy promise unto David my father be established: 
for thou hast made me king over a people like s 
the dust of the earth in multitude. Give me now 
wisdom and knowledge, that I may go out and come 
io before this people : for who can judge this thy 
people, tial ii so great ! 

And God said to Solomon, Because this was in lo 
thine heart, and thou haat not asked riches, wealth, 
or honour, nor the life of tbine enemies, neither yet 
haat asked long life ; but hast nsked wisdom and 
knowledge for thyself, that thou mayest judge my 
people, over whom I have made thee king : wisdom is 
and knowledge it granted unto thee ; and 1 will give 
thee riches, and wealth, and honour, such as none of 
the kings have bad that have been before thee, neither 
shall there any after thee have the like.

IS And Solomon sent to Hurara the king of Tyre, 
saying. As thou didst deal with David my father, and 
didet send him cedars to build him an house to dwell 
therein, e-uen lo deal luith me. Behold, I build an 
house to the name of the Lokd my God, to dedicate 

10 it to him, and to burn before him sweet incense, and 
for the continual shewbread, and for the burnt offerings 
morning and evening, on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts of the Lord our 
God.

Si And the house which I build ix great ; for great ii 
our God above all gods. But who is able to build

him ? Send me now therefore a man cunning lo Horam of^ 
work in gold, and in silver, and in brabs, and in iron. Tyre 
aad in purple, aad crimson, and blue, and that can 
skill to grave with the cunning men that are with me s 
in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom David my father I 

did provide. Send me also cedar treea, fir trees, J 

and algum trees, out of Lebanon : for I know that I 

thy servaniG can skill to cut limber in Lebanon ; and, I 

behold, my servants shall be with thy servants, even "> I 

to prepare me timber in abundance : for the house ' 

which I am about to build tLall be wonderful great. | 

And, behold, I will give to thy servants, the hewers 
that cut timber, twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand measures of barley, and 15 
twenty thousand baths of wine, and twenty thousand 
baths of oil. 

Then Huram the king of Tyre answered in writing, 
which he sent to Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee king over them. ™ 
Huram said moreover. Blessed. U the Lord God of J 

Israel, that made heaven and earth, who hath given J 

to David the king a wise son, endued with prudence I 

and understanding, that might build an house for the V 

Lord, and an house for his kingdom. And now I as 
have sent a cunning man, endued with understanding, 
of Huram my fathers, the son of a woman of the 
daughters of Dan, and iiis father kiu a man of Tyre, 
slcilftil lo work in gold, and in silver, in brass, v& xto^i. 
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The in stone, and in timber. Id purple, in blue, and in fine 
■gers linen, and in crimson ; also ta grave any manner of 
if re./ graving, and to find out every device which ahall be 
put to him, with thy cunning men, and with the 
s cunning men of my lord David ihy father. Now 
therefore the wheat, and the barley, the oil, and the 
wine, which my lord hath spoken of, let him send 
nnto his Eervams : and we will cut wood out of 
Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need : and we will 
ID bring it to thee in flotes by sea to Joppa ; and thou 
shall carry it up to Jerusalem. 

And Solomon numbered all the strangers that mert 
in the land of Israel, after the numbering wherewith 
David his father had numbered them ; and they were 
<s found an hundred and lifty thousand and three 
thousand and six hundred. And he set threescore 
and ten thousand of them /o bi bearers of burdens, 
and fourscore thousand ta be hewers ii 
and three thousand and six hundred o 
n the people a work. 

* Then Solomon began to build the house of the 
Lord at Jerusalem in mount Moriah, where the Lord 
appeared unto David his father, in the place that 
David had prepared in the ihreshingfloor of Ornan 
s the Jebusite. And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth year of his 
reign. 

Now tliese arc the things tuherein Solomon was 
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ed for the building of the house of God. The 
The length by cubits after the firat measure iviu Temple 
threescore cubtts, and the breadth twenty cubits, describe 
And the porch that wat in the front of the houie, 
the length of it luas according to the breadth of the s 
house, twenty cubits, and the height loas an hundred 
and twenty ; and he overlaid it within with pure gold. 
And the greater house he cieled with fir tree, which 
he overlaid with fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. And be garnished the house with lo 
precious stones for beauty : and the gold u/ai gold of 
Parvaim. He overlaid also the house, the beams, the 
posts, and the wails thereof, and the doors thereof, 
with gold ; and graved cberubims on the walls. And 
be made the most holy house, the length whereof 15 
Viai according to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty cubits : and he 
OTcrlaid it with fine gold, amounting to six hundred 
tdeuts. And the weight of the nails cfiu fifty shekels 
of gold. And he overlaid the upper chambers with 30 
gold. 

And in the most holy house he made two chcru- 
bims of image work, and overlaid them wiih gold. 
And the winga of the cherubims -were twenty cubits 
long ; one wing ef the one eherub tuas five cubits, 15 
reaching to the wail of the house : and the other 
wing 'oiai ftieiaiie five cubits, reaching to the wing 
of the other cherub. And one wing of the QtiiKX 
chefub <!uds five cubits, reaching to rtve NJiJi cS "i* 
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The house : and the other wing tvas five cubits alto, 

TemfiU joining to the wing of the other cherub. The wings 

deicriie/Jo£ these cherubims spread themselves forth twenty 

cubits : and they stood on their feet, and their faces 

J were inward. 

tAnd he made the vail ef blue, and purple, and 
crimson, and iine linen, and wrought cherutnms 
thereon. 
Also he made before the houee two pillars of 
ID thirty and five cubits high, and the chapiter that tvm 
on the top of each of them 'u/at five cubits. And 
he made chains, ai in the oracle, and put ihem on the 

■ heads of the pillars ; and made an hundred pome- 

granates, and put them on the chains. And he 
ij reared up the pillars before the temple, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left ; and called the 
name of that on the right hand Jachin, and the name 
of that on the left Eoaz. 

* Moreover he made an altar of brass, twenty cuUts 
00 the length thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height thereof. 

Also he made a molten sea of ten cubita from 
brim to brim, round in compass, and iive cubits the 
height thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did com* 
g; pass it round about. And under it -was the simili- 
tude of oxen, which did compass it round about : ten 
ID a cubit, compassing the sea round about. Two 
rows of oxen were cast, when it was cast. It stood 
upon twelve oxen, three looking toward the north, 



and three looking toward the west, and three looking Farnilure 
toward the south, and three looking toward the east ; of the 
and the sea •was ut above upon them, and all their Temple 
hinder parts -were inward. And the thickness of it 
tvas an handbreaiJth, and the brim of it like the work s 
of the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies; and it 
received and held three thousand baths. 

He made also ten layers, and put five on the right 
hand, and live on the left, to wash in them : such 
things as they offered for the burnt offering they m 
washed in them ; but the sea luai for the priests to 
wash in. And he made ten candlesticks of gold 
according to their form, and set ihem in the temple, 
five on the right hand, and five on the left. He 
made also ceu tables, and placed them in the temple, is 
five on the right side, and five on the left. And he 
made an hundred basons of gold. 

Furthermore he made the court of the priests, and 
the great court, and doors for the court, and overlaid 
the doors of them with brass. And he set the sea la 
ontheright sideof the east end, over against the south. 

And Huram made the pots, and the shovels, and I 

the basons. And Huram finished the work that he | 

wac to make for king Solomon for the house of God; 
to -wit, the two pillars, and the pommels, and the li 
chapiters ivhkh tvere on the top of the two pillars, 
and the two wreaths to cover the two pommels of 
the chapiters which mere on the lop of the pillars 
and four hundred pomegranates on the two wreaths 
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The two rows of pomegranaces on each wreath, to c 

TimpU the two pommels of the chapiters which teere upon 

mfilcltd fhc pillars. He made also bases, and lavers made he 

upon the bases ; one sea, and twelve oxen under it, 

i The pots also, and the shoveb, and the fieshhooks, 

and all their instruments, did Huram his father make 

■ to king Solomon for the house of the Lord of bright 

I brass. In the plain of Jordan did the king cast them, 

r in the clay ground between Succoth and Zeredathah, 

la Thus Solomon made all these vessels in great 

abundance ; for the weight of the brass could not be 

found out. 

And Solomon made all the vessels that lucre far 
the house of God, the golden altar also, and the 
tables whereon the shewbread laai set; moreover the 
candlesticks with their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, of pure gold ; and 
the Dowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, made he of 
gold, and that perfect gold; and the snuffers, and 
the basons, and the spoons, and the censers, of pure 
gold : and the entry of the house, the inner door8 
thereof for the most holy place, and the doors of the 
house of the temple, were o/'gold. 
" Thus all the work that Solomon made for the 
house of the Lord was finished: and Solomon 
thought in all the things that David his father had 
dedicated ; and the silver, and the gold, and all the 
instruments, put he among the treasures of the house 
of God. 
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Then Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and The Ark 
all the heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of brought it, 
the children of Israeli unto Jerusalem, to bring up 
the atk of the covenant of the Lord out of the city 
of David, which it Zion. j 

Wherefore all the men of Israel assenibled them- 
Belves unto the king in the feast which was in the 
seventh month. And all the elders of Israel came ; 
and the Levites took up the ark. And they brought 
up the ark, and the tabernacle of the congregation, m 
and all the holy vessels that wire in the tabernacle, 
these did the priests and the Levitea bring up. Also 
king Solomon, and all the congregation of Israel 
that were assembled unto him before the ark, sacri- 
ficed shec]) and oxen, which could not be told nor 15 
numbered for multitude. 

And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord unto his place, to the oracle of the 
house, into the most ht^-^ place, even under the wings 
of the cherubims ; for the cherubims spread forth » 
their wings over the place of the ark, and the cheru- 
bims covered the ark and the staves thereof above. 
And they drew out the staves of the ark, that the 
ends of the staves were seen from the ark before the 
oracle ; but they were not seen without. And there ■; 
it is unto this day. There luas nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which Moses put therein at 
^^Hkireb, when the Lord made a co-venant with ihi 
^^^^Bdren of Israel, when they came out of Egypt. 
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And it came to pass, when the priests were come 

jiddreti to out of the holy place: (for all the priests thai •mere 

the People present were sanctified, and did not then wait by 

course : also the Levites ivhuh ivere tiie singers, ali 

i of them of Asaph, of Heman, of Jeduthon, with 

I their sons and their brethren, being arrayed in white 

linen, having cymbals and psalteries and harps, stood 
at the east end of the altar, and with them an hun- 
dred and twenty priests sounding with trumpets:) it 
lo came even to pas8, as the trumpeters and singers -were 
as one, to make one sound to be heard in praising 
and thanking the Lord ; and when they Hfted up 
iheir voice with the trumpets and cymbals and instru- 
ments of muslck, and praised the Lord, laying. For 
^i he it good; for his mercy endureih for ever: that 
then the house was filled with a cloud, e-ven the house 
of the Loan ; so that the priests could not stand to 
minister by reason of the cloud ; for the glory of the 
LoRO had filled the house of God.

of the earth may know thy name, and fear thee, as 

doth thy people Israel, and may know that this house 

which I have built is called by ihy name. 

If thy people go out to war against their enemies 
35 by the way that thou shalt send them, and they pray 
unto thee toward this city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy name ; 
then hear thou from the heavens their prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain their cause. 
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If they sin against thee, (for litre h no man which Solomon't 
dnneth doc,} and thou be angry with them, and DedUalion 
deliver them over before tifir enemies, and they Prayer 
carry tbem away captives unto a land far off or 
Dear ; yet if they bethink themselves in the land 5 
whither they are carried captive, and turn and pray 
unto thee in the land of their captivity, saying, We J 

have sinned, we have done amiss, and have dealt 1 

wickedly; if they return to thee with all their heart I 

and with alt their soul in the land of their captivity, m 
whither they have carried them captives, and pray 
toward their land, which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, and toward the city which thou hast chosen, i 

and toward the house which I have built for thy 
name : then hear thou from the heavens, even from is I 

thy dwelling place, their prayer and their supplica- 
tions, and maintain their cause, and forgive thy ] 
people which have sinned against thee. 

Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes be 
open, and lil thine ears be attent unto the prayer Shat ac 
u made in this place- 
Now therefore 
Arise, Lord God, into thy resting place. 
Thou, and the ark of thy strength : 
Let tliy priests, O Lord God, be clothed with s; 

salvation. 
And let thy saints rejoice in goodness, 
O Lord God, turn not away the face of thine anointed: 
Remember the mercies of David thy tervant. 
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Glory of* Now when Solomon had made an end of praying, 

the Lord the file came down from heaven, and consumed the 

jC/j Ji^ burnt offering and the sacrifices; and the glory of 

Temp/ftbe Lord filled the house. And the priests could 

s not enter into ihe house of the Lokd, because 

the glory of the Lord had filled the Lord's 

And when all the children of Israel saw how the 
fire came down, and the glory of the Lokd upon the 

lo bouse, they bowed ihemselvea with their faces to the 
ground upon the pavement, and worshipped, and 
praised the Lord, laying. 
For ^e is good ; 
For his mercy cndurelb for ever. 

ij Then the king and all the people offered sacrifices 
before the Lord. And king Solomon offered a 
Eacriiice of twenty and two thousand oxen, and an 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep : so the king and 
all the people dedicated the house of God. And 

le the priests waited on their offices : the Levites also 
with instruments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise the LoRn, 
because his mercy endaretb for ever, when David 
praised by their ministry ; and the priests sounded 

as trumpets before them, and all Israel stood. 

Moreover Solomon hallowed the middle of the 
court that •was before the house of the Lord: for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings, because the brasen altar which 



Solomon had made was rot able to receive the burnt Thi 
1 Darings, and the meat otFeringa, and the fat. DidUat 

AIbo at the same time Solomon kept the feast Featt 
ceven days, and all Israel with him, a very great 
CODgregation, from the entering in of Himath unto s 

I the river of Egypt. And in tlie eighth day they 
made a solemn assembly ; for they kept the dedica- 
doii of the altar eeveii iay^, and the feast seven days. 
And on the three and Cweatieth day of the seventh 
month he sent the people away into their tencs, giad lo 
aod tncrry in heart for the goodness that the Loud 
had shewed unto David, and to Solomon, and to 
Israel his people. 

Thus Soiomon finished the house of the Lord, 
and the king's house : and all that came into 15 
Solomon's heart to make in the house of the Load, 
and in his own house, he prosperously effected. 
— * — 
Aod the Lord appeared to Solomon by night, and 
said unto him, I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an house of sacrifice, n 
If I shut up heaven that there be no rain, or if I 
command the locusts to devour the land, or if I send 
peitilence among my people ; if my people, which 
are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from their wicked 25 
ways i then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive 

Ki, and will heal their land. Now mine eyes 
: open, and mine ears attent unto the prayer 
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The that is made in this place. For now have I chosen 

Lord" I and sanctified thia bouse, that my name may be there 

'romtjc lo for ever : and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there 

Sohmcn perpetually. And as for thee, if thou wilt -walk 

s before me, as David thy father walked, and do 
according to all that I have commanded thee, and 
shah observe my statutes and my judgments ; then 
will I Etablieh the throne of thy kingdom, according 
as I have covenanted with David thy father, saying, 

■o There shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in Israel. 
But if ye turn away, and forsake my statutes and my 
commandments, which 1 have set before you, and 
shall go and serve other gods, and worship them j 
then will I pluck them up by the roots out of my 

'5 land which I have given them; and this house, 
which I have sanctified for my name, will I cast out 
of my sight, and will make it to be a proverb and a 
byword among ail nations. And this house, which 
is high, shall be an astonishment to every one that 

lo passeth by it ; so that he shall say, Why hath the 
Lord done thus unto this land, and unto this house? 
And it shall be answered. Because they forsook the 
Lord God of their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 

=j other gods, and worshipped them, and served them ; 
therefore hath he brought all this evil upon them, 

— • — 
* And it came to pass at the end of twenty years, 
wherein Solomon had built the house of the Lord, 



and his own house, that the citieg which Huram had Sohmon't 
reatored to Solomon, Solomon built them, and caused BuiiJingi 
the children of Israel to dwell there. 

And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, and pre- 
vailed against it. And he built Tadraor in the s 
■wilderness, and all the store cities, which he built in 
Hamath. Also he built Beth-horon the upper, and 
fieth-horon the nether, fenced cities, with walls, 
gates, and bars ; aod Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot cities, and the lo 
cities of the horsemen, and all that Solomon desired 
to build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and through- 
out all the land of his dominion. 

As fir all the people ihal vjtrt left of the Htttites, 
and the Amofites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 15 
and the Jebusires, which ivere not of Israel, but of 
their children, who were left after them in the land, 
whom the children of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until this day. But of 
the children of Israel did Solomon make no servants m 
for his work ; but they ■ojere men of war, and chief 
of his captains, and captains of his chariots and 
horsemen. 

And these laere the chief of king Solomon's 
officers, evin two hundred aad fifty, that bare rule 35 
over the people. 

And Solomon brought up the daughter of Pharaoh 
out of the city of David unto the house that he had 
built for her : for he said. My wife shall not dwell 
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Solomon't in the houte of David king of iBrae!, because tie 
Temple places are holy, whereunto the ark of the Lord hath 
/?jVufl/coine. 

Then Solomon offered burnt offerings unto the 
i Lord on the altar of the Loud, which he had built 
before the porch, even after a certain rate every day, 
ofiering according to the commandment of Moses, 
OQ the sabbaths, a.nd on the new moons, aod on the 
solemn feastB, three times in the year, eixn in the 
lo feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast of weeks, 
and in the feast of tabernacles. 

And be appointed, according to the order c^ 
David his father, the courses of tlie priests to their 
service, and the Levitea to their charges, to praise 
IS and minister before the priests, as the duty of every 
day required : the porters also by their courses at 
every gate : for so had David the man of God 
commanded. And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the priests and 
»o Levites concerning any matter, or concerning the 
treasures. 

Now all the work of Solomon was prepared unto. 
the day of the foundation of the house of the Lord, 
and until it was finished. So the house of the Loild 
■s was perfected. 

Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, and to Eloth, 
at the sea side in the land of Edom. And Huram 
sent him by the hands of his servants ships, and 
servants that had knowledge of the sea ; and they 




■ And wheo the queen of Sheba heard of the feme 
of Solomon, she came to prove Solomon with hard s 
queKtions at Jerusalem, with a very great company, 
and camels that bare spices, and gold in abundance, 
aod precious stones : and when she was come to 
Solomon, she communed with htm of all that was ia 
her heart. And Salomon told her all her questions: id 
sod there was nothing hid from Solomon which he 
told her not. 

And when the queen of Sheba had seen the 
wisdom of Solomon, and the house that he had built, 
and the meat of his table, and the sitting of tis 15 
terrancs, and the atteudauce of his ministers, and 
their apparel ; his cupbearers also, and their apparel ; 
and bis ascent by which he went up into the house 
of the Lord ; there was no more spirit in her. And 
the said to the king. It •wa.t a true report which I so 
heard in mine own land of thine acts, and of thy 
wiadom : howbeit I believed not their words, until 
I came, and mine eyes had seen ii: and, behold, the 
one half of the greatness of thy wisdom was not told 
roe : for thou exeeedest the fame that I heard, ij 
Happy are thy men, and happy are these ihy servants, 
which stand conliaually before thee, and hear thy 
irisdom. Blessed be the Lord thy God, whicb. 
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whe delighted in thee to set thee on his throne* ^ is fc/r, 
p o/Tor the Lokd thy God: because thy ^od lov^^ 
1 Israel, to estabhsh them for ever, therefore made fcr^j. 

thee king over thera, to do judgment and justice. 
5 And she gave the king an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold, and of spices great abundance, and 
precious stones : neither waa there any such Epice a3 
the queen of Sheba gave king Solomon. 

And the servants also of Huram, and the servants 
'° of Solomon, which brought gold from Ophir, brought 
algum trees and precious stones. And the king made 
o/the algum trees terraces to the house of the Lord, 
and to the king's pabce, and harps and psalteries for 
singers : and there were none such seen before in the 
i; land of Judah. 

And king Solomon gave to the queen of Shebi all | 
her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside tiat which 
she had brought unto the king. So she turned, and ' 
went away to her own land, she and her servants. 

a Now the weight of gold that came to Salomon in 
one year was six hundred and threescore and six 
talents of gold ; beside rial ivhkh chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings of Arabia 
and governors of the country brought gold and silver 

IS to Solomon, And king Solomon made two hundred 
targets nf beaten gold : six hundred thcteh of beaten 
gold went to one target. And three hundred shields 
mai/nif o/'beaten gold: three hundred jiirWj of gold 
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went to one shield. And the k.ing put them in the Sa/emoii't 
house of the forest of Lebanon, Moreover the king K^tatthi^ 
made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid it with H-'iiJem 
pure gold. And there taere six itepB to the throne, 
with a footstool of gold, tahah taere fastened to the j 
throne, and suys on each aide of the sitting place, 
and two lions standing by the suys : and twelve lions 
stood there on the one side and on the other upon the 
six steps. There was not the like made in any 
kiDgdom. And all the drinking vessels of king ,o 
Solomon taere of gold, and all the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Lebanon teere of pure gold ; 
none -were o/" silver ; it was nal any thing accounted of 
in the days of Solomon. For the king's ships went 
CO Tarshish with the servants of Hurara : every three ij 
years once came the ships of Tarshish bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

And king Solomon passed all the kings of the 
earth in riches and wisdom. And all the kings of 
the earth sought the presence of Solomon, to hear hi( : 
wisdom, that God had put in his heart. And they 
brought every man his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and raiment, harness, and spicvs, 
horses, and mules, a. rate year by year. And Solomon 
had four thousand stalls for horses and ch^^iDts, and 
twelve thousand horsemen ; whom he bestowed in 
the chariot cities, and with the king at Jerusalem. 
And he reigned over all the kings from the river i 
UDto the land of the Philistines, and to the border of 
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Soiomoa'i Egypt- And the king made silver in Jeruealern as 
Death; Btonea, and cedar trees made he as the sycomore trees 

Rtheboam that are in the low plains in abundance, And they 
succeeds brought unlo Solomon horees out of Egypt, and out 
5 of ali lands. 

I Now the rest of the acts of Solomon, first and 
last, are they not written in the book of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of Ahijah the Shtlonitc, 
and in the visions of Iddo the seer against Jeroboam 
lo the SOD of Nebat I 
And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
forty years. And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and he was buried in the city of David his father : 
and Rehoboam his son reigned in bis stead. 



' And Rehoboam went to Shechem : fortoShechem 
were all Israel come to make him king. And it 
came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat, wJio 
•nias in Egypt, whither he had fled from the presence 
of Solomon the king, beard it, that Jeroboam re- 
turned out of Egypt. And they sent and called him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came and spake to Reho- 
boam, saying, Thy father made our yoke grievous : 
now therefore ease thou somewhat the grievous ser- 
vitude of thy father, and his heavy yoke that he put , 
upon us, and we will serve thee. And he said unto 
them. Come again unto me after three days. And 
the people departed. 

And king Rehoboam took counsel with the old 



men that had stood before Solomon his father while Rciaiean 
he yet lived, saying, What counsel give ye me to accepts 
return answer to this people ? And they spake unto Foolish 
him, saying, [f thou be kind to this people, and please Advice 
them, and speak good words to them, they will be 5 
thy servants for ever. 

But he forsook the counsel which the old men 
gave him, and took counsel with the young men 
that were brought up with him, that stood before him, 
And he said unto them. What advice give ye that we 10 
may return answer to this people, which have spoken 
to me, saying. Ease somewhat the yoke that thy 
father did put upon us ? And the young men that 
were brought up with him spake unto him, saying, 
Thus shah thou answer the people that spake unto is 
thee, saying. Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou il somewhat lighter for ua ; thus shalt thou 
say unto them. My little_/&if«r shall be thicker than 
my lather's loins. For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put more to your yoke : w 
my father chastised you with whips, but I 'will chastise 
jou with scorpions. 

So Jeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam 
on the third day, as the king bade, saying. Come 
again to me on the third day. And the king answered "s 
them roughly ; and king Rehoboam forsook the 
counsel of the old men, and answered them after the 
e of the young men, saying. My father made 
E yoke heavy, but I will add thereto-, wi-j ^i^w

^oiu'ub So the king hearkened not unto the people: 
■iiiiace the cause was of God, that the Lord might perfo»-j77 
s his word, which he spake by the hand of Ahijah the 
Shilonite to Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

And when all Israel loiu that the king would not 

hearken unto them, the people answered the king, 

saying, What portion have we in David ? and ii/r 

lo have none inheritance in the son of Jesse : every man 

to your tents, O Israel: and now, David, see to 

thine own house. So all Israel went to their tents. 

But asjhr the children of Israel that dwelt in the 

cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over them. 

IS Then king Rehoboam sent Hadoram that waj 

over the tribute ; and the children of Israel stoned 

him with stones, that he died. But king Rehoboam 

made speed to get him up to iih chariot, to ilee to 

Jerusalem. And Israel rebelled against the house of 

JO David unto this day. 

" And when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he 
gathered of the house of Judah and Benjamin an 
hundred and fourscore thousand chosen men, which 
were warriors, to fight against Israel, that he might 
OS bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam. But the 
word of the Lord came to Shemalah the man of God, 
saying, Speak unto Rehoboam the son of Sol 
' ingof Judah, and to all Israel in Judah and Be 
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Myiog, Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not go up, nor Breach 
fight agaioKt your brethren : return every man to hia bciiveen 
house : for thia thing is dooe of me. And they Judah ^ 
obeyed the worda of the Lord, and returned from Jsratl \ 
jtHOg against Jeroboam. j ■) 

And Rehoboam dwelt in .lerusalem, and built 
cities for defence in Judah. He built even Beih- 
Idiem, and Etam, and Tekoa, and Beth-zur, and 
Shoco, and Adullam, and Gath, and Mareshah, and 
Ziph, and Adoraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, and "> 
Zorah, and Aijaloa, and Hebron, which are in Judah 
and in Benjamin fenced cities. And he foni£ed the 
ttroQg holds, and put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil and wine. And in every several 
atybeput shields and spears, and made them exceed- ij 
bg strong, having Judah and Benjamin on his side. 

And the priests and the Levites tiiaC were in all 
Israel resorted to liira out of ali their coasts. For 
(be Levites left their suburbs and their possession, 
and came to Jud.ih and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam jo 
and his sons had cast thein off from executing the 
priest's office unto the LoKD : and he ordained him 
priests for the high places, and for the devils, and for 
the calves which he had made. And after them out 
of all the tribes of Israei such as set their hearts to ij 
seek the LoRo God of Israel came to Jerusalem, to 
sacriSce unto the Lord God of their fathers. So 
they strengthened the kingdom of Judah, and made 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon strong, ihree years: 
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Rrhoboam for three years they walked in the way of David and 
^Jhrsaket Solomon. 

— Gfd And Rehoboam took him Mahalath the daughter 
of Jcrimoth the son of David to wife, and Abihail 
J the daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; which bare 
him children; Jeush, and Shamariah, and Zaham, 
And after her he took. Maachah the daughter of 
Absalom ; which bare him Abijah, and Attai, and 
Ziza, and Shelomith. And Rehoboam Iced 
lo Maachah the daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines: (for he took eighteen 
wives, and threescore concubines ; and begat twenty 
and eight sons, and threescore daughters.) And 
Rehoboam made Abijah the son of Maachah the 
'S chief, lo be ruler among his brethren : for he thought 
to make him king. And he dealt wisely, and 
dispersed of all his children throughout all the 
countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto every fenced 
city : and he gave them victual in abundance. And 
K. he desired many wives. 

* And It came to pass, when Rehoboam had 
established the kingdom, and had strengthened him- 
self, he forsook the law of the Lord, and all Israel 
with faim. 
t5 And it came to pass, thai in the fifth year of king 
Rehoboam Shishak king of Egypt came up against 
Jerusalem, because they had transgressed against the 
Lord, with twelve hundred chariots, and threescore 
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thousand horsemen ; and the people wtrc without Shiihak 
number that came with him out of Egypt: the prtvaUs 
Lubims, the Sukkiims and the Ethiopians. And he aga'mil 
took the fenced cities which perlmned to Judah, and Jtidah 
came to Jerusalem. s 

Then came Shemaiah the prophet to Rehoboam, 
and ta the princes of Judah, that were gathered to- 
gether to Jerusalem because of Shishsk, and said 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord, Ye have forsaken 
me, and therefore have I also left you in the hand of 10 
Shishak. 

Whereupon the princes of Israel and the king 
humbled themselves; and they said, The Loitn is 
righteous. 

And when the Lord saw that they humbled is 
themselves, the word of the Loud came to Shemaiab, 
saying, They have humbled themselves j therifore I 
will not destroy them, but I will grant them some 
deliverance ; and m-j wrath shall not be poured out 
upon Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. Neverthe- » 
leoa they shall be hts servants ; Chat they may know 
my service, and the service of the kingdoms of the 



So Shishak king of Egypt Came up against Jeru- 
salem, and look away the treasures of the house of >5 
the Lord, and the treasures of the king's house ; he 
took all : he carried away also the shields of gold 
which Solomon had made. Instead of which king 
Rehoboam made shields of brass, and committed 
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^hijah them to the hands of the chief of the guard, that kept 
tucccidt the entrance of the king's house. And when the 
Rchoboam king entered into the house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetched them, and brought them again into 
s the guard chamber. And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from him, that he 
would not destroy him altogether : and also in Judah 
things went well. 

So king Rehoboam strengthened himself in .leru- 

iD salem, and reigned : for Rehoboam -wat one and 

forty years old when he began to reign, and he 

reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the city which 

the Lord had chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 

L to put his name there. And his mother's name was 

I i; Naamah an Ammonitess. And he did evil, because 

* he prepared not his heart to seek the Lord. 

Now the acta of Rehoboam, first and last, are they 
not written in the book of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of Iddo the seer concerning genealogies ? And ibere 
to -were wars between Rehoboam and Jeroboam con- 
tinually. And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in the city of David : and Abtjab his son 
reigned in his stead. 

* Now in the eighteenth year of king Jeroboam 
sj began Abijah to reign over Judah. He reigned 
three years in Jerusalem. His mother's name also 
luai Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. 
And there was war between Abijah ai 
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And Abijah set the battle in array with an army JVar •with 
of Taliant men of war, even four hundred thousand Jeroboam 
ciiOGen men : Jeroboam also set the battle in array 
against him with eight hundred thousand chosen men, 
being mighty men of valour. j 

And Abijah stood up upon mount Zemaraim, 
which w in mount Ephraim, and eaid, Hear me, thou 
Jeroboam, and al! Israel ; Ought ye cot to know 
that the Lord God of Israel gave the kingdom over 
Israel to David for ever, even to him and to his sons lo 
by a covenant of salt ? Yet Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, the servant of Solomon the son of David, is 
risen up, and hath rebelled against his lord. And 
there are gathered unto him vain men, the children 
of Belial, and have strengthened themselves against is 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when Rehoboara 
was young and tenderhearted, and could not with- 
stand them. And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lord in the hand of the sons of 
David ; and ye be a great multitude, and there are so 
with you golden calves, which Jeroboam made you 
for gods. Have ye not cast otJt the priests of the 
Lord, the sons of Aaron, and the Levites, and have 
made you priests after the manner of the n 
Mier lands i so that whosoever cometh ti 
himself with a young bullock and seven rams, 
tami may be a priest of item that are no gods, 
as for us, the Lord is our God, and we have 
forsaken him ; and (he priests, which i 
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Jeroioam the hono, arc the sons of Aaron, and the Lerites 
def eated luail upon their business; and they burn unto the 
^^^r Lord every morning and every evening burnt sacrifices 

^^^B and sweet incense : the shewbread also stt thej in 

^^^M J ardtr upon the pure table ; and the candlestick of 
^^^1 gold with the lamps thereof, to burn every evening : 

^^^1 for we keep the charge of the Lord our God ; but 

^^^B ye have forsaken him. And, behold, God himself 

^^^H it with us for our captain, and his priests with eound- 

^^^H lo ing trumpets to cry alarm against you. O children 
^^^B of Israel, 6ght ye not against the Lord God of 

^^^1 your fathers ; for ye shall not prosper. 

^^^P But Jeroboam caused an ambushment to come 

f, about behind them : so they were before Judah, and 

's the ambushment 'oiai behind them. And when 

Judah looked back, behold, the battle loai before 
1^^^ and behind : and they cried unto the Lord, and the 

^^^L prieatB sounded with the trumpets. Then the men 

^^^^ of Judah gave a shout : and as the men of Judah 

^^^V 3° shouted, it came to pass, that God smote Jeroboam 
1^^ and all Israel before Abijah and Judah. And the 

" children of Israel fled before Judah: and God 

delivered them into their hand. And Abijah and 

Ihis people slew them with a great slaughter : so there 
i; (ell down slain of Israel five hundred thousand choaen 



Thus the children of Israel were brought under at 
that time, and the children of Judah prevailed, 
because they relied upon the Lord God of chcir 



fathers. And Abijah pureiued after Jeroboam, and The GeeJ 
took cities from him, Betii-e! with the towns thereof, Rti^n of 
and Jeshanah with the towns thereof, and Hphraim .^ta 
with the towns thereof. Neither did Jeroboani 
recover strength again in the days of Abijah : and j 
th« Lord struck him, and he died.

And Aaa had an army of men that bare targets and 

; Bpears, outof Judah three hundred thousaad; and out 
of Benjamin, that bare shields and drew bows, two 
hundred and fourscore thousand : all these -n/ert mighty 
men of valour. 

And there came out against them Zerah the Ethi- 

10 opian with an host of a thousand thousand, and three 
hundred chariots ; and came unto Mareshah. Then 
Asa went out against him, and they set the battle in 
array in the valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

And Asa cried unto the Loud his God, and said, 

IS Lord, ii is nothing with thee to help, whether with 
many, or with them that have no power : help us, O 
Loud our God ; for we rest on thee, and in thy name 
we go against this multitude. O Lord, thou art our 
God ; let not man prevail against thee. 

n So the LoKD smote the Ethiopians before Asa, 
and before Judah ; and the Ethiopians fled. And 
Asa and the people that were with him pursued them 
unto Gerar : and the Ethiopians were overthrown, 
that they could not recover themselves; for they 

as were destroyed before the Loan, and before his host ; 
and they carried away very much spoil. And they 
smote all the cities round about Gerar ; for the fear 
of the LoKD came upon them : and they spoiled ail 
the cities ; for there was exceeding much spoil in 
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them. They smote also the tents of cattle, and jixariah^t 
carried away sheep and caraeU in abundance, and Propheiy 
returned to Jerusalem.

* And the Spirit of God came upon Aiariah the son 
of Oded : and he went out to meet Asa, and said j 
unto him, Hear ye me, Asa, and a!l Judah and 
Benjamin ; The Loan ts with you, while ye be with 
him ; and if ye seek him, he will be found of you ; 
but if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. Now for 
a long season Israel hath been without the true God, m 
and without a teaching priest, and without law.

And 
he gathered all Judah and Benjamin, and the strangers 
with them out of Ephraim and Manasaeh, and out oC 
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Ait^t SimeoD : for they fell to him out of Israel \a abuad- 

Rehgtous ance, when they ia.w that the Lokd his God wai with 

Jifforms him. So they gathered themselves together at Jeru- 

Baleiti in the third month, in the fifteenth year of the 

J reign of Asa. And they offered unto the Lord the 

same time, of chc spoil lahUh they had brought, seven

And also concermag Maachah the mother of Asa 

130 the king, he removed her from being queen, because 
she had made an idol in a grove : and Asa cut down 
her idol, and stamped </, and burnt It at the brook 
Kidron. But the high places were not taken away 
out of Israel : nevertheless the heart of Asa was 
as perfect all his days. And he brought into the Jiouae of 
God the things that his father had dedicated, and that 
he himself had dedicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 
And there was no more war unto the five and 
thirtieth year of the reign of Asa. 
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* In the six. and thirtieth year of the reign of Asa Warm 
Eaaeha king of Israel came up against Judah, and / 
built Ramah, to the intent that he might let none go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. Then Aea 
brought out silver and gold out of the treasures of the s 
house of the Lord and of the kbg's house, and sent to 
Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt at Damascua, 
saying, There is a league between me and thee, as 
[here •aiat between my father and thy father ; behold, 
1 have seat thee silver and gold ; go, break thy „ 
league with Baasha king of Israel, that he may 
depart from me. And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of his armies against 
thecities of Israel : and they smote I jon, and Dan, and 
Abel -maim, and all the store cities of Naphtali.

(tablished the kingdom in his hand ; and ail Judah 
brought to Jehashaphat presents ; and he bad riches 
and honour in abundance. And his heart was lifted 
up in the ways of the Lord ; moreover he took away 
the high places and groves out of Judah. lo 

Also in the third year of his reign he sent to his 
princes, even to Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and to 
Zechariah, and to Nethaneel, and to Michaiab, to 
teach in the cities of Judah. And with them 1^ sent 
Leviies, even Sbemaiah, and Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, i; 
and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, 
and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama and Jehoram, 
priests. And they taught in Judah, and had the 
book of the law of the Lord with ihem, and went » 
about throughout all the cities of Judah, and taught 
the people. 

And the fear of the Lord fell upon all the kingdoms 
of the lands that luere round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jehoshaphat. Also some of the >5 
Philistinea brought Jehoshaphat presents, and tribute 
silver; and the Arabians brought him -flocks, seven 
thousand and seven hundred rams, and seven thousand 
and seven hundred he goats. And Jehoshaphat waxed 



Jihoi- great exceedingly ; and he built in Judah castles 
haphal's cities of Btore. And he had much business in the 
Mighty cities of Judah : and the men of war, mighty men of 
Men valour, tuere in Jerusalem.

And Jehoehaphat dwelt at Jerusalem : and he 
went out again through the people from Beer-flheba 
to mount Ephraim, and brought them back unto the 
Lord God of their fathcre. 

And he act judges in the land throughout all the 10 
fenced cities of Judah, city by city, and said to the 
judges, Take heed what ye do : for ye judge not for 
man, but for the LoRn, who U with you in the judg- 
ment. Wherefore now let the fear of the Lord be 
upon you ; take heed and do //,■ for ihtre h no 15 
iniquity with the Lord our God, nor respect of 
persons, nor taking of gifts. 

Moreover in Jerusalem did Jelioshaphat set of the 
Levites, and ^the priests, and of the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, for the judgment of the Loho, and » 
for controversies, when they returned to Jerusalem. 
And he charged them, saying. Thus shall ye do in 
the fear of the Lord, faithfully, and with a perfect 
heart. And what cause soever shall come to you of 
your brethren that dwell in their cities, between ij 
blood and blood, between law and commandment, 
statutes and judgments, ye shall even warn them that 
they trespass not against the Lord, and ta wrath 
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- come upon you, and upon your brethren : this do,

i/and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, the ruler of the 
s house of Judah, for all the king's matters : also the 
Levites j/>al/ bi officers before you.

* It came to pass after this aJeo, that the children of 
Moab, and the children of Ammon, and with them 
lo Dibcr beside the Ammonites, came against Jehosha- 
phat to battle. Then there came some that told 
Jehoshaphai, saying, There cometh a great multitude 
against thee from beyond the sea on this side Syria ;

And Jehoshaphat feared, and set himself to seek 
the Lord, and proclaimed a fast throughout all Judah.

And ail Judah stood before the Lord, with their 
little onee, their wives, and their children.

inhabitants of mount Seir, utterly to elay and destroy jimmon 
them : and when they had made no end of the inhabit- deipoiled 
ants of Seir, every one helped to destroy another. 

And when Judah came toward the watch tower s 
in the wilderness, they looked unto the multitude, 
and, behold, they •a.-irt dead bodies fallen to the 
earth, and none escaped. And when Jehoshaphat 
and his people came to take away the spoil of them, 
they found among them in abundance both riches with id 
the dead bodies, and precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more than they could 
carry away : and they were three days in gathering 
of the spoil, it was so much. And on the fourth 
day they assembled themselves in the valley ofi; 
Berachah ; for there they blessed the Loru : 
therefore the name of the same place was called. 
The valley of Beraciiah, unto this day. 

Then they returned, every man of Judah and 
Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat in the forefront of them, » 
to go again to Jerusalem with joy ; for the LoitD 
had made them to rejoice over their enemies. And 
they came to Jerusalem with psalteries and harps and 
trumpets unto the house of th^ Lord. 

And the fear of God was on all the kingdoms of aj 
ihoic countries, when they had heard that the Lord 
fought against the enemies of Israel.

• Now Jehoshaphat slept with hia fathers, and was 
buried with his fathers in the city of David. And 
>s Jchoram his son reigned in his stead. And he had 
brethren the sons of Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and 
Jehiel, and Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shephatiah : all these miere the sons of Je- 
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hobhaphac king of Israel. And their father gave them Jehoram 
great gifts of silver, and of gold, and of precious Rtign 
things, with fenced cities in Judah ; but the kingdom 
gave he to Jehoram ; because he luas the firstborn. 

Now when Jehoram was risen up to the kingdom s 
of his father, he strengthened himself, and slew all 
his brethren with the sword, and dvveri aUo of the 
princes of Israel. 

Jehoram was thirty and two years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned eight 3^ars in " 
Jemsalem. And he walked in the way of the kings 
of Israel, like as did the house of Ahab : for he had 
the daughter of Ahab to wife : and he wrought that 
•a/hich •was evil in the eyes of the Lodn. Howbeit 
the Lord would not destroy the house of David, ij 
because of the covenant that he had made with 
David, and zs he promised to give a light to him and 

In his days the Edomites revolted from under the 
dominion of Judah, and made themselves a king. » 
Then Jehoram went forth with his princes, and all 
his chariots with him : and he rose up by night, and 
smote the Edomites which compassed bim in, and 
the captains of the chariots. So the lidomites re- 
volted from under the hand of Judah unto this day. is 
The same time alio did Libnah revolt from under 
his hand ; because he had forsaken the Lord God 
of his fathers. 
JjL^oreover he made high places in 
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Fate o/'Judah, and caused die inhabitants of Jerusalem to 
Jehoram commit fornication, and compelled Judah thireto. 

And there came a writing to him from Elijah the 
prophet, saying. Thus saith the Lord God of David 

s thy father. Because thou hast not walked in the ways 
of Jehoshapbat thy father, nor in the ways of Asa 
king of Judah, but hast walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, a.u.d hast made Judah and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem to go a whoring, like to the 

10 whoredoms of the house of Ahab, and also hast slain 
thy brethren of thy father's house, which were better 
than thyself: behold, with a great plague will the 
LoRB smite thy people, and thy children, and thy 
wiveB, and .ill thy goods : and thou ihalt have great 

IS sickness by disease of thy bowels, until thy bowels 
fall out by reason of the sickness day by da.y. 

Moreover the Lord stirred up against Jehoram 
the spirit of the Philistines, and of the Arabians, 
that were near the Ethiopians ; and they came up 

■□ into Judah, and brake into it, and carried away all 
the substance that was found in the king's house, 
and his sons also, and his wives ; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the youngest 

IS And after all this the Lord smote him in his 
bowels with an incurable disease. And it came to 
pass, that in process of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: 
so he died of sore diseases. And his people made 
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no burniag for him, like the burning of his fathers, jfhavah'r 
Thirty and two years old was he when he began to tV'uied 
reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and Reign 
departed without being deeired. Howbeit they 
buried him in the ciiy of David, but not in the s 
sepulchres of the kings. 

— » — 
♦ And the inhabitants of Jerusalem made Ahaziah 
his youngest son king in his stead : for the band of 
men that came with the Arabians to the camp h^d 
slain all the eldest. So Ahaziah the eoq of Jehoiam lo 
king of Judah reigned. Forty and two years old 
•mat Ahaziah when he began to reign, and he reigned 
oneyear in Jerusalem. His mother's name also mat 
Athaliah the daughter of Omri. He also walked in 
the ways of the house of Ahab : for his mother was i; 
his counseller to do wickedly. Wherefore be did 
evil in the sight of the Lorh like tiie house of 
Ahab : for they were his couasellers after the death 
of his father to his destruction. He walked also 
after their counsel, and went with Jehoram the son » 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against Hazaei king 
of Syria at Ramoth-giJcad : and the Syrians smote 
Joram. And he returned to be healed in Jezreel 
because of the wounds which were given him at 
Ramah, when be fought with Hazaei king of Syria, ij 

And Azariah the son of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to see Jehoram the son of Ahab at 
Jezreel, because he was sick. And the destructio 
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Athaliah of AiarUh was of God by comiog to Joram : for 
wurpt the when he was come, he went out with Jehoram against 
Throne Jehu the son of Nimshi, whom the Lord had 
anointed to cut ofF the house of Ahab. And it 
i came to pasa, that, when Jehu was executing judg- 
ment upon the house of Ahab, and found the princes 
of Judah, and the sona of the brethren of Ahaziah, 
that miniBtered to Ahaziah, he alew them. And he 
Bought Ahaziah : and they caught him, (for he was 

IS hid in Samaria,) and brought bim to Jehu: and when 
they had slain him, chey buried him : becauae, said 
they, he ii the son of Jehoshaphat, who sought the 
LoKD with ali his heart. So the house of Ahaziah 
had no power to keep still the kingdom. 

ij fiut when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw 
that her boo was dead, she arose and destroyed all 
the seed royal of the house of Judah, But Jehosha- 
beath, the daughter of the king, took Joash the son 
of Ahaziah, and stole him from among the king's 

» sons that were slain, and put him and his nurse in a 
bedchamber. So Jehoshabeath, the daughter of king 
Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada the priest, (for she 
was the sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, 
so that she slew him not. And he was with them 

a; hid in the houae of God six years ; and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 

* And in the aeventh year Jehoiada strengthened 
himself, and took the captaina of hundreds, Azariah 
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thesonof Jefoham,andIshmael thesonof Jehohanan, As^mof 
and Aiariah the son of Obed, and Maaseiah the son Jehoiaaa 
of Adaiah, and Eiishaphal the boo of Zichri, mlo the Priest 
covenant with him. And they went about in Judah, 
and gathered the LeTicesout of all the cities of Judah, s 
and the chief of the fatherG of Israel, and they came 
to Jerusalem. And all the congregation made a I 

covenant with the king in the house of God. | 

And be said unto them. Behold, the king's son ' 

thall reign, as the Lokd hath said of the sons of lo 
David. Tills ii the thing that ye shall do ; A third 
part of you entering on the sabbath, of the priests 
and of the Levites, thall be porters of the doors ; 
and a third part ihall be at the king's house ; and a 
third part at the gate of the foundation : and all the 1; 
people ihali be in the courts of the houK of the 
Lord. But let none come into the house of the 
Lord, save the priests, and they that minister of the 
Levites ; they shall go in, for they are holy ; but all 
the people shall keep the watch of the Lord. And -^ 
the Levites shall compass the king round about,

So the Levites and all Judah did according to all 
things that Jehoiada the priest had commanded, and 
took every man his men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with [hem that were to go out on the

croivned; courses. Moreover Jehoiada the priest delivered to 

jithaliah the captains of hundreds spears, and bucklers, and 

sla'm shields, that had teen king David's, which wirr in 

5 the house of God. And he set all the people, every 

I man having his weapon in his hand, from the right 
side of the temple to the left side of the temple, along 
by the altar and the temple, by the king round about. 
Then they brought out the king's son, and put 
IS upon him the crown, iMAga-ae him the testimony, and 
made Him king. And Jehoiada and his sons anointed 
him, and said, God save the king. 
Now when Athaliah heard the noise of the people 
running and praising the king, she came to the people

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And Jehoiada m^de a covenant between him, and JehaiaJa'i 
between all the people, and between the king, that Reforms 
they should be the Lord's people. Then all the 
people went to the house of Bad, and brake it down, 
and brake hia altars and his images In pieces, and s 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before the altars. 

Also Jehoiada appointed the offices of the house of 
the Lord by the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom Dand had distributed in the hoQse of the 
Lord, to offer the burnt offerings of the Loud, as ii 10 
u written in the law of Moses, with rejoicing and 
with singing, 04 it luas ordained by David, And he 
set the porters at the gates of the house of the Lord, 
that none vihich teat unclean in any thing should enter 
in. And he took the captains of hundreds, and the i; 
nobles, and the governore of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the Lord: and they came through the 
high gate into the king's house, and set the king upon

And all the people of the land rejoiced : and the 
city was quiet, after that they had slaia Athaliah with 
the sword.

5 gathered together the priests and the Levites, and 

I said to them, Go out unto the cities of Judah, and 

gather of all Israel money to repair the house of your 
God from year to year, and see that ye hasten thft 
matter. Howbeit the Levites hastened it not. 
"> And the king called for Jehoiada the chief, and 
said unto him, Why hast thou not required of the 
Levites to bring in out of Judah and out of Jerusalem

Now after the death of Jehoiada came the princes ij 
of Judah, and made obeieance to the king. Then 
king hearkened unto them. And they left the 
of the Lord God of their fathers, and served 
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b groves and idols ; and wrath came upon Judah and 
■t Jerusalem for this their trespass. Yet he sent pro- 
Zechariah phets to them, to bring them again uoto the Lord ; 
/o if j/onfi/ and they testified against them: but they would oot 
5 give ear. 

And the Spirit of Cod came upon Zechariah the. 
son of Jehoiada the priest, which stood above the 
people, and said onto them. Thus saith God, Why 
transgress ye the commandments of the Loro, that 
10 ye cannot prosper J because ye liave forsaken the. 
Lord, be hath also forsaken you. 

And they conspired against bim, and stoned him. 
with stones at the commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the Loud. Thus Joash the 
ij king remembered not the kindness which Jehoiada 
his father had done to him, but slew his son. Aod- 
when he died, he said. The Loa.D look upon it, andi 

And it came to pass at the end of the year, thM 
ma the host of Syria came up against him : and they) 
came to Judah and Jerusalem, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among the people, and' 
seat all the spoil of them unto tbe kingof Damascusd. 
For the army of the Syrians came with a small coin->; 
i; pany of men, and the Loan delivered a very great 
host into their hand, because they had forsaken thd 
Lord God of their fathers. So they executed' 
judgment against Jonsh. 

And when they were departed from him, (fw. 
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they left him in great diseasee,) his own servants Aimrciah^t 
conspired against him for the blood of the sons of Reign 
Jehoiada the priest, and slew him on his bed, and be 
died : and they buried him in the city of David, but 
they butied him not ia the sepulchres of the kings, 5 
And theee are they that conspired against him ; 
Zabad the son of Shimeath an Ammonitess, aod Je- 
hozabad the son of Shimrith a Moabitesa. 

Now cDitciming his sons, and the greatness of the 
burdens laid upon him, and the repairing of the house 10 
of God, behold, they are written in the story of the 
book of the kings. And Araaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

* Atnaziah •mas twenty and live years old "mhen be 
began lo rrign, and he reigned twenty and nine yeara ij 
in Jerusalem. And his mother's name tvas Jehoaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

And he did that ivhieli wat right in the sight of 
the Lord, but not with a perfect heart. 

Now it came to pass, when the kingdom was » 
esublished to him, that he slew his servants that had 
killed the king his father. But he slew not their 
childrea, but ^iJ as il ii written in the law in the 
book of Moses, where the Lokd commanded, saying.

And Amaziah said to the man of God, But what

Then Amaziah separated them, to tu'it, the army 
that was come to him out of Ephraim, to go home 
again : wherefore their anger was greatly kindled, 
against Judah, and they returned home in great anger. 

IS And Amaziah strengthened himself, and led forth 
his people, and went to the valley of salt, and smo' 
of the children of Seir ten thousand. And other U 
thousand left alive did the children of Judah carry, 
away captive, and brought them unto the top of the 
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rock, and cast them down from the top of the rock, j^tiaxiah I

But the soldiers of the army which Amaziah sent Idolatry 
back, that they Bhoold not go with him to battle, feli 
upon the cities of Judah, from Samaria even unto s 
Beth-horon, and smote three thousand of them, and 
took much spoil. 

Now it came to pass, after that Amaziah was come 
from the slaughter of the Edomites, Uiat he brought 
the gods of the children of Seir, and set them up In 19 
be his gods, and bowed down himself before them, 
and burned inceDse unto them. 

Wherefore the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against Amaziah, and he sent unto him a prophet, 
which said unto him.

Now after the time that Amaiiah did turn away 
from following the Lord they made a conspiracy 5 
against him in Jerusalem ; and be Ued to Lachish : 
but they sent to Lachish after him, and slew him 
there. And they brought him upon horses, and 
buried him with his fathers in the city of Judah.

* Then all the people of Judah look Uzziah, who 10 , 

taas aikteen years old, and made him king in the 
room of his father Amaziah. He built Eloth, and 
restored it to Judah, after that the kiog slept with his 
fathers. Sixteen years old teat Uzziah when he 
began to reign, and he reigned fifty and two years in ij 
Jerusalem. His mother's name also laai Jecoiiah of 
Jerusalem. 

And he did that lahkh viai right in the eight of 
the Lord, according to all that hie father Amaziah 
did. And he sought God in the days of Zechariah, kj 
who had understanding in the visions of God : and 
as long as he sought the Lord, God made him to 

And he went forth and warred against the 
Fhilietines, and brake down the wall of Gath, and tj 
the wall of Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod, and built 
cities about Ashdod, and among the Philistines.

plains ; husbandmen aljo, and vine dressers in the 

mountains, and in Carmel : for he loved husbandry. 

Moreover Uzziah had an host of fighting men, that 

went out to war by bands, according Co the number 

IS of their account by the hand of Jeiei the scribe and 

Maaseiah the ruler, under the hand of Hananiah, em 

I of the king's captains. The whole number of the 
chief of the fathers of the mighty men of valour Totrc 
two thousand and six hundred. And under their 
1° hand mas an army, three hundred thousand and seven 
thousand and kve hundred, that made war with 



nighty power, to help the king against the enemy. 
And Uzziah prepared for them throughout all the 
host shields, and spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
15 and bows, and slings to cast stones. And he made 
in Jerusalem engines, invented by cunning men, to be on 
the towers and upon the bulwarks, to shoot arrows and 
great stones withal. And his name spread far abroad^ 
for he was marvellously helped, till he was strong. 
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But when he was strong, his heart was lifted up to The Sin 
Ms destructioD : for he cranBgieased against the Loko ofUt.»iab 
his God, and went into the temple of the LoKn to 
burn incense upon the altar of inceise. 

And Azariah the priest went in after him, and s 
with him fourscore priests of the Lord, that ■acn 
valiant men : and iLey withstood Uzziah the king, 
•nd aaid unto him. It appertoineth not unto tbee, 
Uzziah, to bum incense unto the Loxn, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are consecrated to lo 
burn incense : go out of the sanctuary ; for thou haEt 
trespassed ; neither :hall it if for thine honour from 
the LoKD God. 

Then Uzziah was wroth, and iaJ a cetiser in his 
hand to burn incense : and while he was wroth with i; 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up in hia forehead 
before the priests in the house of the Lokd, from 
beside the incense altar. And Azariah the chief 
priest, and all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he a/ai leprous in his forehead, and they *> 
thrust him out from thence ; yea, himself hasted also 
to go out, because the LoKn had smitten him. And 
Uzziah the king was a leper unto the day of his 
death, and dwelt in a several house, iiing a leper ; 
for he was cut olf from the bouse of the Loao: aad's 
Jotham his son "ujai over the king's house, judging 
the people of the land.

* Ahaz toat twenty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem : but j 
he did not that tah'uh luat right in the sight of the 
Lord, like David his father: for he walked in the 
ways of the tings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. Moreover he burnt incense in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and burnt his to 
children in the fire, after the abominations of the 
heathen whom the Lord had cast out before the 
children of Israel. He sacrificed also and burnt 
incense in the high places, and on the hills, and under 
every green tree. is 

Wherefore the Lo&d his God delivered him into 
the hand of the king of Syria ; and they smote him, 
and carried away a great multitude of them captives, 
and brought ibem to Damascus. And he was also 
delivered into the hand of the king of Israel, who „ 
smote him with a great slaughter. For Fekah the 
son of Remaliah slew in Judah an hundred and 
twenty thousand in one day, lu^ic^ tvire all valiant 
men ; because they had forsaken the Lord God of 
their fathers. And Zichri, a mighty man ofaj 
Ephraim, slew Maaseiah the king's son, and Airikam 
the governor of the house, and Elkanah ibat ■mat 
next to the king. And the children of Israel carried 
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OdetTi away captive of their brethren two hundred thousand 
Prophecy women, sons, aod daughters, and took also away 
much epoil from them, and brought the spoil 1 
i Samaria. 

Is But a prophet of the Lono was there, whose oame 
tvai Oded : and he went out before the host that 
came to Samaria, and said unto them. Behold, 
because the Lokd God of your fathers was wroth 
with Judah, he hath delivered them into your hand, 
1° and ye have slain them in a rage that reacbeth up 
unto heaven. And now ye purpose to keep under 
the children of Judah and Jerusalem for bondjneo 
and bondwomen unto you : hut are there not with 
yoQieven with you, sirs against the Lord your Godf 
IS Now hear me therefore, and deliver the captives 
again, which ye have taken captive of your brethren: 
for the fierce wrath of the Lord it upon you. 
Then certain of the heads of (he children of 
Ephraim, Azariah the son of Johanan, fierechiah the 
»ton of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son of 
Shallum, and Amasa the son of Hadlai, stood up 
against them that came from the war, and said unto 
them. Ye shall not bring in the captives hither : for 

t whereas we have offended against the Lord already, 
15 ye intend to add more to our sins and to our trespass : 
for our trespass is great, and there is fierce wrath 
against Israel. 
So the armed men left the captives and the spoi! 
before the princes and all the congregation. And 
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the men which were expceased by nunc rose up, and jlba^i 
took the captives, and with the spoil clothed all that appeali 
were naked among them, and arrayed them, and shod Aayria 
them, and gave ihem to eat and to drink, and 
anointed them, and carried all the feeble of them upon ; 
asses, and brought them to Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, to their brethren : then they returned to 
Samaria. 

At that time did king Ahaz send unto the kings 
of Assyria to help him. For again the EdomitcB <a 
had come and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. The Philistines also had invaded the cities 
of the low country, and of the south of Judah, and 
had taken Beth-shemeah, and Ajalon, and Gederoth, 
and Shocho with the villages thereof, and Timnah rs 
with the villages thereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. For the Lord 
brought Judah low because of Ahaz king of Israel ; 
for he made Judah naked, and transgreesed sore 
against the Lord. >□ 

And Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria came unto 
him, and distressed him, but strengthened him not. 
For Ahaz took away a portion out of the house of 
the LoKii, and out of the houee of the king, and of 
the princes, and gave U unto the king of Assyria : but «! 
he helped him not. 

And in the time of his distress did he trespass yet 
more against the Lord: this w ihat king Ahaz. 
For he sacrificed umo the gods of Damascus, which 



Heatiiah »niote him : and he said, Because the gods of the 
lateetdt kings of Syria help them, ihrefarc will I sacrifice to 
them, that they may help me. But they were the 
ruin of him, and of all Israel. And Ahaz gathered 
5 [ogethcr the vessels of the house of God, and cut id 
pieces the vessels of the house of God, and shut up 
the doors of the house of the Lord, and he made 
him altars in every corner of Jerusalem. And in 
every several city of Judah he made high places to 
lo burn incense unto other gods, and provoked to aoger 
the Lord God of his fathers. 

Now the rest of his acts and of all his ways, 

I first and last, behold, they arc written in the book of 
the kings of Judah and Israel. And Ahaz slept 
«s with his fathers, and they buried him in the city, cvin 
in Jerusalem : but they brought him not into the 
sepulchres of the kings of Israel : and Hezekiah hii 
son reigned in his stead. 
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• Hezekiah began to reign tehen he toai five aod 
3 twenty years old, and he reigned nine and twenty- 
years in Jerusalem. And his mother's name ivdj' 
Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. And he did 
that which loas right in the sight of the Lord, accord- 
ing to all that David his father had done. 
s He in the first year of his reign, in the (irsC montb, 
opened the doors of the house of the Lokd, and 
repaired them. And he brought in the priests and 
the Levitts, and gathered them together into the 



east street, and said unto them. Hear me, ye Levices, Heatiiah ] 
sanctify now youraelves, and sanctify the house of the fhi Good \ 
Lord God of your fathers, and carry forth the ' 

filthiness out of the \\o\y place. For our fathers have I 

trespassed, and done thai uilnch toai evil in the eyes S 1 

of the Lord our God, and have forsaken him, and J 

have turned away their facea from the habitation of I 

the Lord, and turned their backa. Also they have I 

shut up the doors of the porch, and put out the lamps, 1 

and have not burned incense nor offered burnt offerings 10 " 

in the holy//<i« unto the God of Israel. Wherefore 
the wrath of the Lord was upon Judah and Jerusalem, 
ar.d he hath delivered thetn to trouble, to astonish- 
ment, and to hissing, as ye see with your eyes. For, 
lo, our fathers have fallen by the sword, and our sons 1% 
and our daughters and our wives are in captivity for 
this. Now it is in mine heart lo make a covenant 
with the Lord God of Israel, that his fierce wrath 
may turn away from us. My sons, be not now 
negligent ; for the Lotto hath chosen you to stand n 
before him, to serve him, and that ye should minister 
unto him, and burn incense. 

Then the Levites arose, Mahath the son of Amasai, 
and Joel the son of Azariah, of the sons of the 
Kohathites : and of the sons of Merari, Kish the son of as 
Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehalelel : and of the 
Gershonites ; Joah the son of Zimmah, and Eden the 
son of Joah : and of the sons of Elizaphan ; Sfaimri, 
sndJeiel: and of the sons of Asaph ; Zechariah, and 
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Ht%ck\ab Mattaniah ; and of the bocs of Heman ; Jehiel, and 

purges the ^\i\Tae\\ and of thesoos of Jcduthun ; Shemaiah, and 

Temple Uzziel, And they gathered their brethren, and 

Service sanctified tiiemseives, and came, according to the 

5 commandraent of the king, by the words of the Lord

^^^H And the priests went into the inner part of the 

^^^1 bouse of the Lord, to cleanse it, and brought out all

J 10 Lord into the court of the house of the Lord. And 

the Levites took it, to carry it out abroad into the 

brook ICidroo. Now they began on the first day of 

I the first month to sanctify, and on the eighth day of 
the month came they to the porch of the Lord : bo 
■s they sanctified the house of the Lord in eight days } 
and in the sixteenth day of the first month they made 



n they went in to Hezekiah the king, and said, 
We haire cleansed all the house of the Lord, and the 
to altar of burnt offering, with all the vessels thereof, 
and the shewbread table, with all the vessels thereof, 
Moreover all the vesBcls, which king Ahaz in his 
reign did cast away in his transgression, have we 
prepared and sanctified, and, behold, they arc before

Then Hezekiah the king rose early, and gathered

And he commanded the prieats the sons of Aaron to Temple 
offer them on the altar of the Lord. So they killed Sei-o'we 
the bullocks, and the priests received the blood, and s 
sprinkled It on the altar : likewise, when they had 
killed the rams, they sprinkled the blood upon the altar : 
they killedalsothe laraba.andthey sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar. And they brought forth the he goats 
for the sin offering before the king and the congrega- ■■> 
tion ; and they laid their hands upon them : and the 
priests killed them, and they made reconciliation with 
their blood upon the altar, to make an atonement for 
ail Israel : for the king commanded ihat the burnt offer- 
ing and the sin offering ihould be made for all Israel, is 

And he set the Levites in the hou&e of the LoiiD 
with cymbals, with psalteries, and with harps, accord- 
ing to the commandment of David, and of Gad the 
king's seer, and Nathan the prophet; for to tvai the 
commandment of the LoKn by his prophets. And » 
the Levites stood with the instruments of David, and 
the priests with the trumpets. 

And Hezekiah commanded to offer the burnt 
offering upon the altar. And when the burnt offer- 
ing began, the song of the Lord began alio with the is 
trumpets, and with the instruments ordained by David 
king of larae!. And all the congregation worshipped 
and the singers sang, and the trumpeters sounded; 
and all ih'ti continued until the burnt offering was 
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■rificei finished. And when they had made an end of 
^re(/ offering, the king and all that were present with him 
bowed themselves, and worshipped. MoreoTer 
Hezekiah the king and the princes commanded the 
5 Leritea to sing praise unto the Lokq with the worde 
of David, and of Asaph the seer. And they sang 
pcaises with gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

Then Hezekiah answered and said. Now ye haiw 

IB consecrated yourselves unto the Lokd, come near 
and bring sacrifices and thanL: offerings into the home 
of the Lord. 

And the congregation brought in sacrifices and 
thank offerings ; and as many as were of a free beart 

ij burnt offerings. And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation brougiit, was three- 
score and ten bullocks, an hundred rams, and two 
hundred lambs ; ail these toere for a burnt offering to 
the Lottn. And the consecrated things nverc six 

•o hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. But the 
priests were too few, so that they could not ilay all 
the burnt offerings : wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work was ended, and 
until the other priests had sanctified themselves : for 

ij the Levites -aiere more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. And also the burnt 
offerings were in abundance, with the fat of the peace 
offerings, and the drink offerings for every burnt 
offering. 



So the service of the house of the Lord was set ffextiiah't 
ID order. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the Metsogelo 
people, that God had prepared the people : for the all Israel 
thing was done suddenly. 

*' And Hezekiah sent to all Israel and Judah, and s 
vnOK letters also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that 
they should come to the house of the Lord at Jeru- 
salem, to keep the passover unto the Lord God of 
Israel. For the king had taken counsel, and his 
princes, and all the congregation in Jerusalem, to keep la 
the pasBOver in the second month. For they could 
not keep it at that time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to Jerusalem. 
And the thing pleased the king and all the congre- i] 
gation. So they established a decree to make pro~ 
ebmation throughout all Israel, from Beer-sheba even 
to Dan, that they should come to keep the passover 
unto the Lord God of Israel at Jerusalem : for they 
had not done it of a long tirm in tach sort as Jt was so 
written. 

So the posts went with the letters from the king 
and his princes throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of the king, saying, 
Ye children of Israel, turn again unto the Lord God »j 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and he will return to 
the remnant of you, that are escaped out of the hand 
of the kings of Assyria. And be not ye like your 
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^/! Iirail fnXheTS, and like your brethren, which trespassed 

Miemilei against the Losld God of their fathers, ttrii] there- 

in Jira- fore gave them up to desolation, as ye see. Now be 

lakm ye not siiffnecked, as your father* ivcre. Bat yield 

i yourselves unto the Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 

which he hath sanctified for ever ; and serve the 

LoKD your God, that the iierceaess of his wrath 

may turn away from you. For if ye lurn again utito 

the Lord, your brethren and your children shall Jind 

lo compassion before them that lead them captive, so 

that they shall come again into this land : for the 

Lord your God ii gracious and mercifiil, and wilt 

^^^ not turn away hit face from you, if ye return unto 



So the poaia passed from city to city through the 
country of Hphraim and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: I 
but they laughed them to scorn, and mocked them. 
Nevertheless divers of Asher and Manasseh and of 
Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 
Also in Judah the hand of God was to give them 
one heart to do the commandment of the king and 
of the princes, by the word of the Lord, 

Ana there assembled at Jerusalem much people to 
keep the feast of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. And they arose 
and took away the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for jncense took they away, and cast 
ihcm into the brook Kidron. Then they killed the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the second month ; 
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and the priests and the LefitcB were aihamed, and 7 
sanctified themselTes, and brought in the burnt offer- in 
inga into the house of the Lord. And they stood / 
in their place after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God : the priests sprinkJed 5 
the blood, •uihici ihey rcccvi^d of the hand of the 
Levites. For there luere many in the coagregation 
that were not sanctified : therefore the Levitee had 
the charge of the killing of the passovers for every 
one that -w/it not clean, to sanctify them unto the m 
Lord. For a multitude of the people, ei-in many of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, IsGachar, and Zebulun, had 
not cleansed themeelves, yet did they eat the passover 
otherwise than it was written. But Hezekiah prayed 
for them, saying. The good Loko pardon every one ij 
tiat prepareth his heart to seek God, the Lord God 
of his fathers, though 6e he not cleansed according to 
the purification of the sanctuary. And the Lord 
hearkened to Hezckiah, and healed the people. 

And the children of Israel that were present at ■• 
Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness : and the Levites and the 

firicBts praised the Ldkd day by day, ringing with 
Dud instrumentE unto the Lokh. And Hezckiah 
spake comfortably unto all the Levites that taught a; 
the good knowledge of the Lord: and they did eat 
throughout (he feast seven days, offering peace offer- 
ings, and making confession to the Lord God of 
their fathers. 
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Idolatry And the whole assembly took counsel to keep other 
aboUthid ie^ea days: and they kept olhfr seven days with 
gladness. For Hezekiah king of Judak did give 
to the congregation a thousand bullocks and seven 
t thousand sheep ; and the princes gave to the congrega- 
tion a thousand bullocks and ten thousand sheep : and 
a great number of priests sanctified themselves. And 
all the congregation of Judah, with the priests and 
the Levites, and all the congregation that came out of 

ID Israel, and the strangers that came out of the land of 
Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. So there 
was great joy in Jerusalem : for since the time of 
Solomon the son of David king of Israel there loas 
not the like in Jerusalem. Then the priests the 

'i Lerites arose and blessed the people : and their voice 
was heard, and their prayer came up to his holy 
dwelling place, even unto heaven. 

— • — 
• Now when all this was finished, all Israel that were 
present went out to the cities of Judah, and brake the 

ao images in pieces, and cut down the groves, and threw 
down the high places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Manasseh, until 
they had utterly destroyed them ail. Then all the 
children of Israel returned, every man to his possession, 

•S into their own cities. 

And Hezekiah appointed the courses of the priests 
and the Levites after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Levites for burnt 
■6, 
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offerings and lor peace ofTeringG, to nuDiBCer, and to Lav/s 
give thanks, and to praioc in tlie gates of the tents oi concerning 
the Lord. He appointed si^o the king's portion at Offerings 
hiE subEiance for the burnt offerings, to ivil, for the i*f Tiihct 
morning and evening burnt offerings, and the burnt j 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the new moons, and 
for the set feasts, as li I'j written in the law of the 
Lord. 

Moreover he commanded the people that dwelt in 
Jerusalem to give the portion of the priests and the m 
Levites, thai they might be encouraged in the law of 
the Lord. And as Eoon as the commandment came 
abroad, the children of Israel brought in abundance 
the firstfruita of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and 
of all the increase of the field ; and the tithe of all ij 
thmgi brought they in abundantly. And conctmlng 
the children of Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in the tjthe of oxen 
and sheep, and the tithe of holy things which were 
consecrated unto the Lord their God, and laid thtm aa 
by heaps. In the third month they began to lay the 
foundation of the heaps, and lioiEhed them in the 
seventh month. 

And when Hezektah and the princes came and 
saw the heaps, they blessed the Lokd, and his people ij 
Israel. Then HezekJah i^uestioned with the priestB 
and the Levites concerning the heaps. And Azariah 
the chief priest of the house of Zadok answered him, 
and said. Since the people began to bring the otieriDgs

eoncirBing eat, and have left plenty : for the Lord hach blessed 

Offerings his people ; and that which is left it this great store. 

i^ Tithes Then Hezekiah commanded to prepare chambera

and brought in the offerings and the tithes and the 

dedicated ihingi faithfully : over which Cononiah the 

Levite wai ruler, and Shimei his brother teas the 

next. And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and 

lo AsaheJ, and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, and 

Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were overseers 

under the hand of Cononiah and Shimei his brother,

And thus did Hezekiah throughout all Judah, and 
wrought that fuhich tctai good and right and truth " 
before the Lord hia God. And in every word that 
he began in the service of the house of God, and in 
the law, and in the commandments, to seek his God, 
he did ti with all his heart, and prospered.

* After these things, and the establishment thereof, '5 
Sennacherib king of Assyria came, and entered into 
Judah, and encamped against the fenced cities, and 
thought to win them for himself. 

And when Hezekiah saw that Sennacherib was 
come, and that he was purposed to light against » 
Jerusalem, he took counsel with his princes and his 
mighty men to stop the waters of the fountains which 
•axrc without the city : and they did help him. So 
there was gathered much people together, who 
stopped al! the fountains, and the brook that ran 15 
through the midst of the land, saying. Why should 
the kings of Assyria come, and find much water? 

Also he strengthened himself, and built up all the 
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Senna- wall that was broken, and raised it up to tLe towers, 

chtrib't and another wall without, and repaired Millo in the 

Intalent city of David, and made darts and shields in abund- 

Misiages ance. And he set capuins of war over the people, 

s and gathered them together to him in the street of 

the gate of the city, and spake comfortably to them, 

saying, Be strong and courageous, be not afraid nor 

dismayed for the king of Assyria, nor for all the 

multitude that // with him ; for then be more with us 

IiQ than with him : with him // an arm of l^esh ; but 
with us it the Lord our God to help us, and to fight 
our battles. And the people rested themselves upon 
the words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 
After this did Sennacherib king of Assyria send 
15 his servants to Jerusalem, (but he himielf laid siegt 
against Lachish, and all hie power with him,) unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah, and unto all Judah that 
were at Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith Sennacherib 
king of Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye abide 
» in the siege in Jerusalem ? Doth not Hezekiah 
, persuade you to give over yourselves to die by 

famine and by thirst, saying, The Lord our God 
shall deliver us out of the hand of the king of 

( Assyria ? Hath not the same Hezekiah taken away

^^^1 and Jerusalem, saying. Ye shall worship before one 

^^^k altar, and burn incense upon it ? Know ye not what

Now therefore let not Hezekiah deceive you, nor 

persuade you on this manner, neither yet believe 

him : for no god of any nation or kingdom was able 

to deliver his people out of mine hand, and out of 

the hand of my fathers ; how much less shall your "o 

God deliver you out of mine hand ? 

And his servants spake yet more against the Lord 
God, and against his servant Hezekiah. He wrote 
also letters to rail on the Lord God of Israel, and 
to speak against him, saying. As the goda of the is 
nations aS other lands have not delivered their people 
out of mine hand, so shall not the God of Hezekiah 
deliver his people out of mine hand. Then they 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews' speech unto the 
people of Jerusalem that ivere on the wall, to affright » 
them, and to trouble them ; that they might take the 
city. And they spake against the God of Jerusalem, 
as against the gods of the people of the earth, ivhich 
■were the work of the hands of man. 

And for this cauie Hezekiah the king, and the is 
prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz, prayed and cried to 
heaven. And the Lord sent an angel, which cut oiF 
all the mighty men of valour, and the leaders and 
captuns in the camp of the king of Assyria. So he 
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Hes^iiah't returned with shame of face to hia own land. And 

Dangcrouj when he was come into the house of hia god, they 

lUncii that came forth of his own bowels slew him there 

with the sword. 

S Thus the Lord saved Hezekiah and the iohabi- 

Itants of Jerusalem from the hand of Sennacherib the 
king of Assyria, and from the hand of all other, and 
guided them on every side. And many brought gifts 
unto the Lord to Jerusalem, a.nd presents to Heze- 
,o kiah king of Judah : so that he was magnified in the 
eight of all nations from thenceforth. 
—*— 
In those days Hezekiah was sick to the death, and 
prayed unto the Lokii : and he spake unto him, and 
he gave him a sign. 
IS But Hezekiah rendered not again according to the 
benefit done unto him ; for his heart was lifted up ; 
therefore there was wrath upon him, and upon Judah 
and Jerusalem. Notwithstanding Hezekiah humbled 
himself for the pride of his heart, both he and the 
V, inhabitants of Jerusalem, bo that the wrath of the 
Lord came not upon them in the days of Hezekiah. 
And Hezekiah had exceeding much riches and 
honour ; and he made himself treasuries for silver, 
and for gold, and for precious stones, and for spices, 
IS and for shields, and for all manner of pleasant jewels ; 
storehouses also for the increase of corn, and wine, 
and oil % and stalls for all manner of beasts, and 
coles for flocks. Moreover he provided him cities, 
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aD<l pOBsessioDB oFfiocks and herds in abundance : for Hexti'mb 
God had given him substance very much. This Good 
same Hezekiah alao stopped the upper watercourse IVorh 
of Gihon, and brought it straight down to the west 
aide of the city of David. And Hezekiah prospered 5 
in all his works.

p. 4, 1. 8. ' dnkes,' chiljarchs, or taptains of thousands, 
chieftains of clans. Edom formerly ruled by kings. On the 
dea.th of Iladud the form of government was changed, ajid 
heads of clans were suhstiluled for kings, without any central 
authority. 

p. 5, 1. S. * David ihe seventh.' Jesse had eight sons(l Sam. 
XVI. 10, li, xvii. iz), and David was the youngest. One 
omitted here. He may have died yonng, and without issue, 
before David commenced his reign. 

p. 5, 1. 9. 'Zeroiah and Abigail.' Abigail was daughter of 
Nahash, whose widow must have married Jesse ; Zerniah was 
therefore her half-sister. She was the mother of Amasa, Absa- 
lom's general (a Sam, Kvii. 25}. 

p. 5, 1. iS. ' Bezalcel,' the eminent artificer (Exnd. xxxi. 2).
